It is mot alone 
the termination of Spain’s eovereignty 
over the island of Luzon or Manila that.

And 
it is comceded that if Spaim’s eover- 
eignty is to be brought to an end over 
the island of Luzon, it should also be 
brought to an end over the whole archi- 
pelago, for it would not do to dis- 
possess Spain of the island of Luzon 
and still leave her free to transfer ad- 
jacent islands to Germany and other 
foreign powers.

MIGHTY SEA OF FIRE. 

No Chance of Saving Either Live 

2 Stock or Property. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}. 

IDAHO SPRINGS (Colo.,) Sept. 29.— 
Forest fires burning on the west side 
of the divide are beyond control and 
people are said to be fleeing for their 
lives. How many, if any, have per- 
ished cannot be known, as there is no 
way of getting direct information at 
this time. A light breeze gives the 
mighty sea of fire a new impetus and 
onward it gooes, burning everything 
before it, with no chance of saving 
live stock or property. Cattle are 
known to be perishing bear and 
deer and other wild animais aré run- 
ning to the east side of the divide. 
The damage will be tremendous. 

The timber losses amount to more 
than money consideration. These for- 
ests cover the headwaters of moun- 
tain streams, where the snows are re- 
tained for many months. From such: 
source the streams have been kept 
carrying a volume of water sufficient 
to irrigate most of the lands of the 
State west of the divide. With the 
disappearance of the timber, the flow 
of the streams will be lessened. 

There seems to be a settled opin- 
ion among the ranchers that the for- 
est fires were started by Ute Indians 
with malicious intent. They say the 
forcible ejection of the Indians and 
their return to the reservation more 
than a year ago, because of their 
slaughter of game made them bit- 
ter against the whites. They are now 
playing even, the settlers think, and 
at the same time driving some of 
the game into Utah, where they can 
hunt without being molested by game 
wardens. 

Henry Grom, one of the ranchers 
living at Toponas Ejeria Park, arrived 
here today from the burning country.

Otto Hhrmes’s Wife and Nephew

SHIPPING WINDFALL. 


BY NEW YORK SYNDICATE. 

The Steamers and Schooners Will be 
Transferred te the Atlantic for 
Use in Cuban and Porto Rican 
Trade. 

| [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Fifty steamers and schooners 
of the Great Lakes are being char- 
tered by a New York syndicate to 
transfer to Atlantic Coast trade. Of 
this number fifteen have already been 
secured, and will be on the seaboard 
within a month. As negotiations are 
nearly completed for the others, all 
will be in the new service by the time 
navigation is closed for the winter on 
the lakes. The charter is for a term 
of three years, with privilege of pur- 
chase at the end of that time at fixed 
prices. 

This great activity in shipping is 
the result of changed trade conditions 
in Cuban and Porto Rican waters, and 
is looked upon as the harbinger of the 
greater prosperity which is to accrue 
as the result of the recent war... Its 
first manifestation is a windfall to 
‘vessel-owners on the lakes. They are 
to deliver the vessels just as the navi- 
gation season is closing, and will re- 
ceive a good charter price the year 
round. Meanwhile, they will have time 
to get well along in the construction of 
other craft before the season opens 
again. 

These vessels vary in capacity from 
800 to 2000 tens. Altogether they repre- 


|'sent a tonnage capacity for the navi- 


gable season on the lakes of 860,000 
gross tons. Their charter price is 
governed by the size of the Vessels, and 
ranges from $250 per month upward. 
Vessels will begin leaving the lakes 
October 1, and the last of them will 
be gone November 15. Some will pass 
down through the lower locks of the 
St. Lawrence River, but some will have 
to run the rapids, as they are vag. 
for the locks. Prior to entering tik 
ocean service they will be taken to 
Boston, New York and Newport News. 
They are destined for general trade, 
as well as for coal freighters. 

Outside trade, which is prospering 
greatly, has drawn away so many of 
the seaboard vessels that there is a 
shrinkage in coast tonnage just at a 
time when the expected increase in 
Cuban and Rican has 
added largely to the demand. The 
need is so urgent that it was found 
more feasible to secure lake boats than 
to wait for others to be built. . 

OFFICIAL REPORT. 
Commander Sebree Writes of Condi- 
tions in the Gold Fields. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The Navy 
Department has received a report from 
Commander Sebree of the gunboat 
Wheeling, dated Orica, Septem- 
ber 9, giving a general outline of the 
conditions at Valdes and Orica, in the 
neighborhood of the gold deposits in 
Copper River, which coutains informa- 
tin valuable’ to miners because of its 
‘authentic and official character. 

The commander says that he found 
500 people at Valdes on the 6th of Sep- 
tember, about three hundred of whom 
were keeping stores, restaurants, etc. 
There were about two hundred return- 
ing miners, and they were coming back. 
every day at the rate of from two to 
fifteen. About three thousand people 
went im over the glacier and up the 
Copper River, and there afe probably 
about 1200 people now in the interior, 
many of whom are building log houses 
and arranging to stay in all winter. 
In the interior provisions are plentiful. 
Men returning sell their outfits, so that 
provisions, clothing, etc., over the gla- 
cier are selling at less than half Seat- 
tle prices. 

At Valdes, about sixty-five of the 
returning miners were being fed by 
the government. These men say they 
have no money. They are required 
to work about two.hours a day on the 
government reservation. At the hotel 
kept by the agent of the steam whaling 
company, about fifty men were being 
fed and lodged for 75 cents a day, and 
the agent offers to employ men at $2.50 
per day, the money to be used to pay 
passage to Seattle. Provisions at 
Valdes could be bought at about half 
Seattle prices, and one tradesman was 
about to ship back a lot of provisions 
that he bought from returning miners 
to sell at Seattle at a profit. 

Before the winter sets in from 200 to 
600 miners were expected to return 
from the coast to the interior. Some 
of these have no money, “find are ask- 
ing if the government is about to send 
a shiv to take them out. The miners 
are crossing the glacier in from twelve 
to fifteen hours. 

In conclusion, Commander Sebree 
says that possibly 50 per cent. of the 
miners on the coast have no money. 
Judging by the prices of provisions at 
Valdes and from information given’ by 
the miners. there are at Valdes ‘and 
in the interior, plenty of *provisions 
for all winter for all the miners in the 
Covver River country; so there is no 
danger of starvation. The Wheeling

FOR THE DISCOURAGED. 


Defects of the Division and Regi- 
mental Sick Berths Remedied 
by a Few Flaps. 


MEN THEN CLASSED TOGETHER. 


AT THE SAME TIME SURE OF THE 
BEST ATTENTION, 


Waj.-Gen. Hawkins Promoted—Gen.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Important 
results are likely to follow the exten- 
sive tour of inspection of the military 
camps just completed by Secretary Al- 
ger, especially in the matter of reor- 
ganizing the hospital service in the 
field. The Secretary conferred closely 
with commanding officers and medical 
officers at the camps, but especially 
with the fifteen colonels whom he met, , 
lgoking to the ascertainment of. their 
views upon the! relative merits of the 
division hospital andthe regimental 

hospital. 

The defect of the division hospital, 
in the mind of the soldiers, is the sep- 
aration of the soldiers of the same reg- 
iment, causing great discontent, low' 
spirits and discouragement. The men 

, will often go to great lengths to con- 
ceal real illness in order to escape be- 
ing sent to the hospital. Against the 
regimental hospitals it is urged that 
the men cannot be properly taken care 
of with troops on the. move,, with no 
remale nurses, and with a lack of 
every sanitary and médical device that 
modern practice has come to regard as 
essential. 
Secretary Alger has framed a project 
for the amalgamation of the hospitals, 
, -{n such manner as to retain the most 
désirable features of both. His plan is 
to have the division hospital arranged 
in sections of tents, lying in wings 
branching off from a central aisle. 
These can be very easily made by the 
use of a few flies and a proper con- 
nection of the common A tents. Then 
the sections are to be allotted to the 
different regiments in the division, each 
in care of one of the regimental doc- 
tors, yet receiving the attention of the 
high-class attendance and female nurs- 
ing which is possible Only in the big’ 

division hospitals. 7 
In this way, the men would préserveé 
the individuality of their commands, 
and the idea may be carried out so far 
as to subdivide the sections into smaller 
sections, assigning one to each com- 
pany in the regiment, and thus en- 
abling the sick men to make sure of 
falling in with their mates when they 
go to the hospital. Secretary Alger be- 
; lieves that the soldiers would thus be 
reconciled to going to the division hos- 
pital, where they can secure the best 
of food and luxuries, lie alongside of 
their companions and receive the bene-.

CLASSIFYING “KICKS.” 


War Investigators Hear from 


Even Honolulu. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY RETORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The War 
Investigating Commission confined it- 
self largely today to the examination 
and classification of complaints which 
have been made to the President. A 
large number of such complaints have 
been received at the White House. 
They come generally in the form 0: 
letters, and are for the most part from 
relatives of enlisted men. Those ex- 
amined at this session deal in the main 
with Camp Wikoff and Camp Thomas, 
but some of the letters also make 
charges concerning other camps. They 
relate especially to the food served tc 
soldiers and to hospital accommoda- 
tions, and none of them were of a very 
striking character. 

One lady, whose son is stationed at 
Honolulu, wrote that he was encamped 
on a centipede hill; said his food was 
insufficient to meet his demands. She 
asked the President to see that he had 
better care. 

Circular letters were sent to the 
writers of all the complaints, asking 
them to. make their charges specific, 
and to state whether they spoke from 
knowledge, or only from re- 
port. 

One of the letters read today was 
from Dr. Sims of Chattanooga. It 
was written to a friend in Ohio in 
response to an inquiry for the facts 
in regard to Camp Thomas, and was 
forwarded by the. person that had re- 
ceived it to the President. Dr. Sims 
said in this letter that there was no 
justification for the charge that the 
site of the camp was ‘not desirable. 
It was. he said, admirable. The doc- 
tor said that in the beginning of the 
camp’s career the hospital facilities 
were limited, but that these had been 
increased until they were able to meet 
the demands upon them. 

The commission expects to begin to 
take testimony next week. Gen. 
Wheeler is expected to be among the 
first witnesses called. The examina- 
tion of complaints to the President 
was continued at the afternoon ses- 
sion. A decision was reached at this 
session to include in the work an in- 
auiry into the conduct of the War 
Department in the Pacific, as well as 
in the Atlantic region, and tg this end 
letters were written to Gen. Merriam, 
in command of the Department of the 
Pacific: to Gen. Otis, in command of 
the Philippines, and to Gen. Merritt, 
who occupied this latter position un- 
til recently. The letter to Gen. Mer- 
ritt follows:

PELAGIC SEALING. 


Authentic Report of the Nefarious 
Pursuit—Its Results. 
[A. P. RARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 29.—An au- 
thentic report regarding the pelagic 
sealing fleet has just: been received in 
this city. Amomg the poachers that 
have made the largest catches were 
the following: Enterprise, 553 skins: 
Minnie, 400; San Diego, 673; Theresa, 
320, and Otto, 722. These skins, being 
excluded from the United States, are 
shipped to England, where they are 
disposed of at reduced rates. | 

In comsequemnce of the persistent work 
of the poachers, who are fast extermi- 
nating the seals, the North Américan 
Commercial Compamny’s catch this sea- 
son is only 18,000 skins, as against 100,- 
000 annually for twenty years, up to 
within the last eight years, whem pe- 
lagic sealing commenced. The same 
inroads have been made im the ‘seal 
herd on the Japan side of the ocean 
where the rookeries on Commander 
Islands, leased to the Russian Seéalskin 
Company, are located. This company 
has taken this . year 7600 seals, as 
against an average of 50,000 of seals 
annually for twenty consecutive years 
up to the time of the beginning of 
pelagic sealing.

TACOMA (Wash.,) Sept. 29.—Japa- 
nese advices just received state that 
seandals have developed concerning 
the financial management of two Japa- 
nese railway enterprises. Directors of 
the Nishi Nari Railway Compamy have 
discovered a deficiency of 275,000 yen in 
the company’s assets, and have de- 
manded explanation.

QUEEN LOUTISE’S DEATH. 


“Royal Matchmaker’ Passes 
Away at Copenhagen. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) . 

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 29.—[{By At- 
lantic Cable.] Queen Louise of Den- 
mark, who died at 5:30 o’clock this 
morning, was born September 7, 1817. 
She was a daughter of Lamdgrave Wil- 
helm of Hesse-Cassel, and was married 
May 26, 1842, to Christiam, fourth son 
of the late Duke Wilhelm of Schleswig- 
Holstein - Somderburg - Glucksburg. 
Christian was appointed to the euc- 
cession of the crown of Denmark by 
the treaty of London, of May 8,: 1852, 
and by the Damish law of succession ‘of 
July 31, 1853. He succeeded to the 
throne as Christiam IX om the death 
of King Frederick VII on November 
5, 1863. 

For the last thirty years of her life 
the Queen exercised such influence on 
the politics of Europe ¢hat she was 
scemetimes called the mother-in-law of 
the conitnemt. Another title which was 
sometimes given her was the “Royal 
matchmaker.” The childrem of King 
Christian and Queen Lovise are Prince 
Frederick, the heir apparent, born June 
3, 1843, who married Princess Louise, 
daughter of King Carl V of Sweden and 
Norway; Princess Alexandriama, born 
December 1, 1844, who was married 
March 10, 1863, to the Prince of Wales; 
Prince Wilhelm, born December 24, 
1845, elected King of the Hellenes un- 
der the title of George I, by the Greek 
National Assembly in 1863, and who 
married Olga Comstantinowna, Grand 
Duchess of Russia, in 1867; Princess 
Marie Dagmar (Empress Marie Feo- 
dorovna,) born November 26, 1847, who 
was married November, 1866, to Alex- 
ander III, the late Emperor of Russia; 
Princess Theryd, born September 29, 
1853, who was married December 21, 
1876, to Prince Ernest August, Duke of 
Cumberland, and Prince Waldemar, 
born October 27, 1858, who married in 
1885 the Princess Marie D’Orleans, 
eldest daughter of the Duc de Chartres. 

The Queen had been dangerously ill 
for several months, but an effort had 
been made to keep the condition of the 
royal sufferer from the public. Her 
daughter ,the Princess of Wales, was

FULLY IMPROVED. 


Resurfacing Like That of Spring 
Street Proposed—Fifty New Fire- 
alarm Boxes.

POWER OF SUPERVISORS UNDER 
THE DISINCORPORATION ACTS. 


Plaintiffs in the Emery Case Non- 
Suited on Two Out of Three of 
the Counts—Dow Being Tried 
for Grand Larceny. 


A proposition to resurface North 
Main street in the same mamner as the 
recent work on South Maim and Spring 
Streets was done has been made to the 
merchants along that street by some of 
‘the best known citizems of the city. It 
is proposed ta begin the work either 
at First or Termple street and continue 
the present improvement to the Plaza. 
If the plans are successful there will 
be an unbroken line of well-paved 
streets between Ninth street ‘and 
Marchessault street on both Main and 
Spring streets. 

In order to provide additional im- 
provements to the fire department 
other than the erection and equipment 
of a number of mew engine-houses, at 
least fifty mew fire-alarm boxes are to 
be purchased with the money secured 
by the recent sale of bonds. These are 
to be distributed throughout the city 
where they are most needed. : 

The collections of licenses for oil 
wells during the past three months 
have been greater than for any similar 
period since the collections begam. The 
next quarter will show a@ great reduc- 
tion, however, as the City Council has 
recently reduced the oil liccmses.to $1 
per quarter instead of that -much a 
month, 

The Long Beach and San Pedro Elec- 
trical Company, in applying for awritof 
mandate to compel the Board of Stper- 
visors to pay an indebtedness incurred 
by the city of Long Beach before it dis- 
incorporated, has raised the question 
of thé power inhering in the board, and 
this rather cleverly. It is comtendéd 
that while acting umder the terms of 
the County Government Act the de- 
cisions of the board are final, they are 
not when the board is acting under the 
Disincorporation Acts, amd that credit- 
ors snust, umder a ‘reasonable con- 
struction of these acts, have their day 
in court, 

When Albert Bradley is brought to 
trial on the charge of shooting Gov. 
Smith at the Soldiers’ Home it is ex- 
tremely likely that the question of 
jurisdiction will be raised. The specific 
charge preferred against the defend- 
ant, whether assault with intent to 
commit murder or under the most ad- 
verse amd unhappy circumstances, 
murder itself, noed not necessarily cut 
any figure in the case. The point of 
law has been raised that the Soldiers’ 
Home is a goverreent reservation, 
amd if that. is true the Federal courts 
only would have jurisdiction to try 
Bradley for whatevet phase of crime 
might be charged against him. It may 
easily be conceived how, under exist- 
ing circumstamces, attorneys on both 
sides of the case would pull and haul, 
the one side for trial by the State and 
-the other for trial by the Federal 
courts. Such a question would almost 
mecessarily have to be decided by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
and that would mean a prolonged de- 
lay of two or three years.

WANT A GOOD STREET. 


PLAN TO RESURFACE ALL OF 
NORTH MAIN STREET. 


Business Men Desire an Equal 
Chance With Those South of 
Them—Fifty New  Fire-alarm 
Boxes to Be Ordered—Oll Collec- 
tions. 


If a movement which has _ been 
Started within the past few days by 
some of the most prominent business 
men of the city is successful, North 
Main street will soon  repaved 
from either First or Temple streets 
to the Plaza. The improvement will 
start where the work of the présent 
resurfacing of Main or Spring streets 
ends, and whether the starting point 
will be Temple street or First street 
depends entirely upon how the prop- 
erty-owners along Main street,  be- 
tween First and Temple streets, con- 
sider the mattter. 

The suggestion for this important 
improvement was first made many 
months ago when the placing of a 
new surface on Main street, from 
First to Ninth and Spring streets, 
between Temple and Ninth, was as- 
sured, and before the work had been 


begun. No action was taken at the 
time, however, and the matter was 
dropped. 


Now that the remaining partion of 
Main street has beem resurfaced and 
the condition of Spring street through- 
out is such as is certain to attract 
business to that street, the merchants 
doing business along Norh Main 
street, or some of them, feel that if 
their portion of the ‘street can he 
placed in the same exclient condition 
as the other streets mentioned, they 
will derive a direct benefit therefrom, 
and will be better able to enter into 
competition more successfully with 
their now more fortunate neighbors. 


For several days a quiet’ canvas has 
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been in progress among the merchants 
on North Main street to secure from 
them an expression of opinion as to 
the necessity for -the work. If the 
merchants are a unit in favoring the 
improvement, the property-ownets 


places of business will probably not 
object to the plan. 

The cost of the work is-an important 
consideration, and the comparatively 
low bid of the company which Was 
placed the new surface on Main and 
Spring streets, and the consequent low 
price of the work, has secured for the 
new plan support. that {it would not 
have received otherwise. 

Estimates of cost have been carre- 
fully made, and at the same rate per 
foot as that paid for. the street far- 
ther south, the total cost has been 
found to be not so great as was ex- 
pected. The Los Angeles Railway 
Company will soon begin’ the work 
of laying new tracks north of Temple 
street to Macy, similar to that which 
has been placed all along Spring 
street. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to fill the space between the 
rails, and for two feet on each side 
of its tracks, with asphaltum, so that 
the portion of the street, the resurfac- 
ing of which the _  property-owners 
would have to pay fer, will not consist 
of the whole width of the thorough- 
fare. 

Among those who are interested in 
the proposed improvement is H. ; 
Hellman, and he is endeavoring to 
secure the support of a number of 
othér influential men in the proposi- 
tion. If it is found that a sufficient 
number of signatures can be secured, 
a petition will be presented before 
the City Council at an early date ask- 
ing that the work be ordered at once. 
The first effort will be to secure the 
consent of the owners of a majority 
of the property frontage on that street, 
but if this is not secured, it is ex- 
pected that. the petition will be filed 
and be allowed to take its regular 
course. If it is protested successfully 
in the City Council. that of course 
will settle the mattter. 


BETTER FIRE PROTECTION, 


Fifty New Fire-nlInarm Boxes to Be 
Placed in Service. 

In addition to the establishment of 
a number of new fire-engine houses, 
as a result of the sale of the fire de- 
partment bonds, another improvement 
is to be made in the fire department 
which is almost as important as that 
of having more fire apparatus. With 
a fire-engine house in every precinct, 
unless there is a sufficient number 
of firc-alarm boxes, the fire service 
of the city would be badly crippled, 
and, realizing this, the City Council 
will use a portion of the money to 
be secured from the bonds in placing 
as many fire-alarm boxes throughout 
the city as are needed. The first lot 
will be fifty in number, and these, 
with the number already in use, will 
afford ample means for notifying the 
department of a fire in almost any 
portion of the city. The Councilmen 
have been considering this matter for 
several days, and it is included in the 
provisions for the bonds, the boxes 
will be purchased. If possible, they 
will Ibe placed in service long before 
the new engine-houses are crected and 
equippped. 

In the distribution of these boxes 
particular. attention will be paid to 
tre protection of the annexed section 
of the city, which is practicolly with- 
out any boxes at present. The first 
new boxes will be placed there, and 
they will be in numbers sufficient to 
give ample protection to this district. 
Heretofore the annexed district has 
been without water service, as well as 
without boxes, but now there is a good 
pressure of water on the mains in that 
part of the city, and with the plac- 
ing of means to send in fire alarms, 
there will be much bettter protection 


advertised for within a short time, and 
only those of the latest pattern will 
be accepted. 


OIL LICENSE COLLECTIONS. 


The Last Quarter the Best Since 
Collections Began. 

Oil Inspector Monlux has about 
completed his collections of oil licenses 
for the first quarter of the current 
year, and his returns for the past 
three months have been greater than 
during any corresponding time since 
he has been in office. He went into 
office in April of last year, and since 
then his collections by quarters have 
been as follows: 1897—April, May and 


June, $912; July, August and Sep- 
tember, $969; October, November and 
December, $1267. 1898—January, Feb- 


ruary, March, $1515; April, May, June, 
$1619; July, August, September, $1661. 

The totlal of these ccllelctions is 
$7943, which is about $440 for each of 
the past eighteen months. There are 
now 550 producing oil wells in the 
city, and the daily production of these 
is about $3000. Eight new wells are 
being bored, but all of them are in 
the well-defined Hmits of oil-bearing 
land. There are but few experimental 
wells being bored, the cost of drilling 
being so great that experiments are 
seldom tried. 


To Lay a Pipe Line. 

L. G. Parker has petitioned the City 
Council for permission to lay a_ pipe 
line for oil under Temple ‘street, be- 
tween Fremont avenue and Figuerca 
streets. The work, if. permission is 
granted, will be done under the super- 
vision of the Street Superintendent. 


Saving of Labor. 

In its efforts to collect some of the 
assessments against property-owners 
on account of the resurfacing of Main 
street. the company which did that 
work has had to bring suit to compel 
the payment of the assessments. In 
these cases the records of the City 
Council are important as evidence, the 
legality of the awarding of the con- 
tract and the right of the city to order 
the work, being assailed by the de- 
fendants.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE AFFAIRS 
OF A DISINCORPORATED CITY. 


The Long Beach Electrical Company 
Cantends Thet the Board of Su- 
pervisors’ Action is not Final to 
the Creditors, 


Reference has heretofore been made 
to an entanglement resulting from the 
disincorporation of the city of Long 
Beach, in which the Long Beach 
and San _ Pedro Electrical Com- 
pany is seeking to compel the Board of 
Supervisdrs by mandamus proceedir:;s 
to pay $122 due on a contract entered 
into by the city of Long Beach for 
lighting the city during September and 
October, 1896, two months after the 
city had disincorporated. 

Of course when Long Beach disincor- 
porated the assets and liabilities of the 
seaside city reverted to the Board of 
Supervisors, but there appears to be 
some difference of opinion as to the 
legal status of the board in adminis- 
tering the affairs of the disincorporated 
city. It has appeared as if the board 
inclined to the belief that the assets 
in such case accrued to the county, 
and that the county also was 
considered responsible for the 
liabilities, but that is just the position 
that the electric company refuses to 
recognize the Board of Supervisors as 
occupying. Rather does it contend that 
the board occupies a position similar to 
that of an administrator of an estate; 
the city is dead and the board is em- 
powered by the Lerislature to admin- 
ister upon its effects. And it is con- 
tended that in this regard the board is 
not clothed under the disincorporation 
ac’e with the same authority -nd /uris- 
diction that it. possesses in the dis- 
charge of its ordinary duties under 
the County Government Act. In the 
latter case all claims are required to 
be in writing, itemized, verified and 
filed with the board, but there is no 
corresponding provision in the disin- 
corporation acts, and it is inferentially 
argued tha®the action of the board in 
ascertaining and passing upon the in- 
debtedness of cities is not final and 
conclusive upon the creditors, and that 
in such case a mandamus proceeding 
is the proper method to follow in zet- 
tiryy the matter before the court. 

The interpretation of the law by the 
electric company, though somewhat 
original, appears to be borne out by 
the disincorporations acts referred to: 
Provision is made that the Board of 
Supervisors shall succeed to, and nos- 
sesss all the rights of a municipal cor- 
poration that has disincorporated, in 
and to amounts due to said corpora- 
tion, and shall have the power to sue 
for and collect any such debts in the 
name of the county, but they make no 
provision at all to the effect that the 
board may be sued upon debts owing 
by such a corporation at the time of 
its disincorporation. 

The electrical company, then, can re- 
ceive payment. of .its claim only upon 
a@ warrant drawn by the board, and to 
compel the board to take such action 
it is contended that the assistance of 
a Writ of mandate is required and 
made necessary. 


THE EMERY CASE, 


On Tro Counts the Plaintiffs Were 
Non-Sulitced. 


In the suit of Frank Emery et al. 
against his stepmother, Mrs. Sarah B. 
Emery, that has been cn trial in De- 
partment Three during the past two 
days, the defense scored a winning: yes- 
terday. 

On the second and third counts in the 

complaint Judge York granted the mo- 
tion for a non-suit made by defend- 
ant’s counsel, thus leaving only the 
first count as a debatable factor in the 
sult. This left the snatter of the al- 
leged forged deed to be adjudicated, 
and in this ccemection another curicus 
feature of the deed, in addition to those 
heretofore mentioned, was the differ- 
ence in the exterior indorsemen: by 
the recorder. Usually recorder 
makes a certian stereotyped indorse- 
ment ca the back otf each deed relaiive 
to the delivery, and on the back of the 
first deed io Sarah B. Emery this ap- 
peared. On the back of the second 
deed, however, in which tke initial is 
scratched out ard anciher inserted, 
the word “call” is merely written. It 
being so unusual to call for deeds the 
appearsnce of such am indorsemeon: 
was put forward as arother circum- 
stance casting suspicion on the deed. 
The property involved and ccvered by 
this document consists of twenty acres 
in Los Cerritos Rancho, conmotly 
known as the Osborne ranch. The 
plaintiffs conterded that this property 
should have been included in the in- 
ventory of the community property, 
whereas the defence maintained that it 
was a gitt to Mrs. Emery, and ccnse- 
quently wes held by her in her, own 
right. 
. The second clause of the complaint, 
upon which a non-suit was granted, 
covered $1800 in cash, which it was al- 
leged Mrs. Emery obtained from her 
husbar:1 immedietly pricr to the date 
whoa Fred B. Finmery was declared in- 
competent. The third clause, also non- 
suited, referred t© eigh. leis in the 
city of Long Beach, which are valued 
at $2000. 

The taking of testimony closed yes- 
terday, and the case was submitted on 
briefs. 


SEEING THE TOWN. 
A. A. Dow on Trial for Robbing a 
Chance Acquaintance. 

The trial of Albert A. Dow, on the 
charge of grand larceny, began yes- 
terday in Department One hefore 
Judge Smith and a jury. 

It was shown by the evidence that 
one Rollin 8S. Darst arrived in Los 
Angeles one evening from San Diego, 
en route to his old home in Illinois. As 
he. could not get a train before the 
next morning, Darst started out to en- 
jov himself as best he could. The 
theater was patronized, and then, while 
taking a drink in a saloon on First 
street, the complaining witness met the 
defendant Dow. In his company a visit 
was made to a clubroom, where Darst 
took a stack of chips and began to 
play. In paying for these chips Darst 
pulled out his purse and exposed three 
$100 bills and $65 in gold. After losing 
about $3 Darst. with the defendant 
and a third party, left the club room 
and proceeded to exploit the tender- 
loin district. At about 2 o'clock in 
the morning the trio landed in a 
drinking place on North Los Angeles 
street, and about that time it dawned 
upon Darst that he was travelling in 
pretty bad company. After leaving 
the saloon Darst kept one hand in his 
pocket, keeping a fast hold upon his 
purse, but upon reaching the junc- 
tion of Second and Los Angeles streets 
Dow jerked his hand from out of his 
pocket and snatching the purse from 
his fingers. made off. Carct shouted 
for the police, and after Dow had dis- 
appeared in the distance a police offi- 
eer did appear upon the scene. But he 
took no stock in Darst’s story that 
he had been rabbed, and instead of 
helping him out, put him under ar- 


‘rest and took him to the Police Sta- 


tion. There he was held in confine- 
ment for twelve hours, until the fact 
dawned upoén the mind of the officers 
that in very truth Darst had been re- 
lieved of over $300. 

The complaining witness is at pres- 


ent in Illinois, and so. yesterday his tes- 
timony, as given at the preliminary ex- 
amination, was read’ to the jury from 
the transcript. The further hearing in 
the case will be continued today. 


A JURISDICTIONAL POINT. 


Doubt Injected into the Trial of the 
Veteran Bradley. 

It is not only a probability, but al- 
most a certainty, that when Albert 
Bradley is brought to trial on the 
charge of shooting Gov. Smith at the 
Soldiers’ Home, complications «vill at 
once arise. If by any unhappy chance 
the governor should die, and the charge 
of murder be placed against the de- 
fendant, the matter would become of 
primary importance. 

The question has been raised in the 
courts that the Soldiers’ Home is a 
government reservation, and if that 
were so Bradley could be tried only in 
the Federal courts. Conceding that 
cession was made of the lands to the 
United States government, the State 
reserved right would be the execution 
of civil and criminal process for crimes 
or other matters taking place or de- 
veloping outside the boundaries of the 
g«overnment domain, and.in such case 
the Federal courts only would have 
jurisdiction in the present case, the 
crime having been committed on the 
ceded land. But the State is not pre- 
pared to concede ahy such status of 
affairs. and consequently if, as as- 
suredly will be the case.in certain cir- 
cumstances, the question of jurisdic- 
tion is raised when Bradley is brought 
to trial, the defendant may be Kept 
hopping from one court. to another un- 
til the matter is finally passed upon 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and that will mean a delay of 
about three years in any case. 


AN INSURANCE. CLAIM. 


An Action to Recover on a Check 
for Premium. 

In the insurance case of H. E. 
Maxon against William Liewelyn et 
al., carried on appeal by the plaintiff 
from this county, the Supreme Court 


has affirmed the _judgment of the 
lower court, which was. decided in 
favor of the defendant. The action 


was brought against the defendant, as 
maker, and defendant, George Lar- 
rabee, as indorser,: to’ fecover upon 
a negotiable check.’ - 

Larrrabee was a special agent of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of 


New York, of. Which - corporation 
Maxon was manager for Southern 
California. The check Was given by 


Liewlyn in payment of the first year's 
premium upon a Hfe ingurance policy 
to be issued by the company to him. 
By its terms, the check was made 
payable uron a ddy after the date 
upon whicn it was agreed the policy 
should be delivered. Flaintiff urged 
that he was owner of the check, and 


that he purchased it before maturity, 


but the defendant set up facts consti- 
uting misirepresentation and fraud in 
the procurement cf the check, and 
showing, according to the court, at 
least, a partial failure of considera- 
tion, 

Upon the trial, the court held that 
he proved that Larrabee represented 
that his company would issue an cx- 
ceptionally ftaverable policy to him 
for the sake of other business. De- 
fendant signned a written applicat.on 
for a policy, and not understanding 
its terms was assured this particular 
application would bring tre policy 
agreed upon. Liewelyn thereupon 
gave his check for $560, payable to 
Larrabee, but payable April 20, 1896. 
The application was signed and the 
check delivered December 20, 1895, and 
the policy was to folllow some time 
in January, 1896. Larrabee agreed 
that if the policy was not as repre- 
sented the check would be returned. 
When the rolicy .did arrive, in certain 
essential particulars it was a different 
policy, and less favorable to the in- 
sured than that which Larrabee had 
represented. Lliewelyn returned it the 
same day, stating by letter that the 
policy was not in accordance with the 
terms agreed upon. Maxon again 
sent the policy to Llewelyn, intimating 
that he would hold him responsible for 
the check, saying: “Your check, cap- 
plication and receipt for. check were 
all dated December 20. Application 
and check were in my Fands on the 
21st of December, and imm-diately 
became the property of the company 
and could net be recallled.’”’ Llewelyn 
once more returned the, policy, and re- 
fuscd payment of the premium. 

“No evidence whatever was offered 
showing that Maxon had any actual 
knowledge of any misrepresentations,”’ 
rays the court, “and Larrabee mede 
default and was not a witness at the 
trial. Maxon testified that he gav> 
Larrabee $25 upon account of the 
check. and a few days thereafter, hav- 
ing satisfied himself of the solvency 
of the maker, gave him $75 more. On 
January 6 he agreed with General 
Maracer Fortes, his superior officer, 
that he would be responsible for the 
payment of the premium to.the com- 
pany, 7~d instructed the company to 
send the policy to him for delivery 
and collection. It was so sent to him, 
and by him delivered to Liewelyn, 
with an indorsement showing the pay- 
ment of the first years premium. 
The ret amount of the premium, $222, 
was in a later set'tlement of accounts 
between him and the general office, 
made a charge against him and set- 
tled accordingly, and -this.was after 
Maxon knew from Liewelyn that he 


repud’ated the comiract.......

Witnesses Saw the Camp-fires, but 
Were in Doubt About the Builders. 
Deve Ormon, John Jomes and H. W. 
Broughton avere examined yesterday 
by United States Commissioner Van 
Dyke on the charge of ‘having broken 
camp in the Pacoima Cafion on Au- 


gust 10 without (first ccrnmpletely ex- 
tiaguishing their fires. On account of 
the inability of the witnesses to idem- 
tify the defendants as being the men, 
there was nothing else to do but to 
dismiss the charge and discharge the 
prisoners. 

The complaint was sworn to by Philip

Slide for Life from a Buarning Apart- 
ment House.

CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—A clothes line 
attached to a window saved the lives 
of a number of people today in a four- 
story apartment building at No. 201 
West Erie street, fire having cut off 
other means of egress. A dozen persons, 
including a number of women and chil- 
dren, slid down the line and escaped.

A ROUSING WELCOME. 


MAGNIFICENT AUDIENCE GREETS 
WATERS AT SAN LUIS OBISPO. 


The Republican Nominee for 
@ress Arouses Strong Enuthasi- 
asm—Will <A. Harris Makes «a 
Telling Speech Against Barlow 
and Reviews His Record. 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Sept. 29.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Hon. R. J. Waters 
closed his campaign in this county this 
evening, speaking to a record-breaking 
audience, as regards both size and en- 
thusiasm. Notwithstanding the fact 
that he and Will A. Harris had spoken 
at Cayvucos in the afternoon, they were 
both in good voice and in no sense 
displayed any evidence of the arduous 
campaign which they have been mak- 
ing in the back country of Santa Bar- 
bara and San Luis Obispo counties, 
When they reached this, the county 
seat of Barlow's home county, they 
were met by a special reception com- 
mittee of business men, and by them 
were escorted to the hall, which was 
crowded to the doors. R. J. Waters 
made a clean, clear-cut and forcible 
appeal for consideration, not as an ora- 
tor (or a politician of renown in the 
world of practical. politics, but as a 
man of the commercial world, whoee 
value had been weighed in the scales 
of success and not found wanting. He 
made manv votes by his evident sin- 
cerity. and left no doubt as to his 
knowledge of the requirements of the 
great Sixth District, as judged by a 
keen, conservative business man. In 
all, Mr. Waters spoke no more than 
twenty minutes, but he made a miore 
favorable impression than Charles A. 
Barlow can leave behind him after a 
three-hour harancue. 

Will A. Harris closed the meeting 
with one of try best speeches ever de- 
livered in this city. He pointed out 
the undemocratic features in the patcle 
work platform on which Maguire 
Hutchison and Barlow are making 
their bids for votes, and ridiculed the 
claim of Maguire that he is the only 
true blue, and yvard-wide anti-monop- 
olist in this great State of Califor- 
nia. In scathine terms he pictured 
Charles A. Barlow, repudiating the Re. 
publican party in 1888, denouncing the 
Democratic party in 1892, Straddling 
the fence in 1894, and reaching out for 
a fusion nomination in 1896. He re- 
called the famous, “send tran«orta- 
tion for me and Mrs. Barlow. my dear 
Marion FProoks.”’ and reviewed the hise 
torv of the litigation which grew out 
of the case of J. Marion Brooks vs. 
Cc. A. Barlow, in Department Five of 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county. 

Nothing not of record was Ciscussed, 
but the record was eone into in ex- 
tenso. and not at all to the credit of 
the Populist candidate. Not In many 
a long day has a political meeting given 
such general satisfaction. as the one 
which closed Mr. Waters’s personal 
campaign in.the ald eow county of fan 
Luis Obispo. 


THAT ALASKA LINE. 
International Commission Trying in 


Vain to Wind tt Up. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


QUEBEC, Sept. 29.—The members of 
the International Joint Commis- 
sion have withdrawn themeslives more 
completely from public scrutiny than 
at any previous time, and are evidently 
working with a determinafon to reach 
arf agreement on all questions if pos- 
sible before the early part of next 
month. § 

During the past two days information 
has come from reliable sources to the 
effect that the question of settling the 
boundary line of Alaska is making no 
end of trouble for the commissioners. 
The contention of the American com- 
mission is that the treaty of 1825 be- 
tween Russia and Great Britain de- 
termined the southern boundary, and 
that the eastern line is established 
through survys in 1892. 

The American commissioners hold 
that under the treaty of 1825 the south 
line starts at the southern point of 
Prince of Wales Island, thence to the 
mouth of the Portland channel or ca- 
nal, and then north up the channel and 
along the mainland to the 56th degree 
of latitude, and easterly on the main- 
land following the crest of the moun- 
tains, and never more than ten marine 
leagues from the coast: until it reaches 
the 141st degree of longitude in the vi- 
cinity of Mount St. Elias.

They Threaten to Break an Oath

{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.]

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THE PHILIPPINES AND THE PEACE 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


By far the most difficult of the prob- 
lems presented in the ———- of 
a formal treaty of peace betwe the 
United States and Spain is the disposi- 
tion of the Philippines. At the time 
of the signing of the protocol, Spain 
was literally on her knees before our 
government. Hier navy had been de- 


Seestroyed, her army in Eastern Cuba had 


y capitulated, and the surrender of Ma- 
nila was virtually an accomplished 
fact. 


There was nothing for Spain to do, 
in point of fact, but to throw herself 
upon the mercy of the United States, 
and this, in an indirect way, she did. 
Our government, considering the com- 
pleteness of its victory, was exceed- 
ingly generous. Under like circum- 


stances, any nation of the Old World! 


would have demanded a heavy war 
indemnity and would have found some 
way to enforce payment if it were re- 
fused. But we demanded no cash in- 
demnity and even agreed, in a certain 
contingency, to restore to Spain, in 
part, her sovereignty over the Philip- 
pines, which lapsed with the signing 
of the protocol. The establishment of 
a liberal government in the archipelago 
will be insistéd upon as one of -the 
conditions.@fwéetoration, and other 
forms of &\, ul‘ Charaeter will be 
made a part of thé final terms of peace. 
These terms will be dictated by the 
government of the United States, 
which as the victor, has the right and 
the power to dictate them. There will 
be no prolonged discussion of the 
terms of peace. The United States 
cOmmissioners to Paris have been 
given definite instructions and no 
doubt they will abide by these instruc- 
tions to the fullest extent and our gov- 
ernment will stand by them firmly. 
Under these circumstances, it is sur- 
prising to hear that the Spanish gov- 
ernment has instructed its Peace Com- 
missioners “to do their utmost to have 
it admitted that there can be no ques- 
tion of disputing the rights of Spanish 
sovereignty over Manila, the Island of 
Luzon, and the rest of the archipelago, 
outside of the naval stations which 
Spain will cede at the Marianne Isl- 
ands.” If this statement, which is 
made on the authority of a well-known 
Paris newspaper, should prove true, a 
serious hitch is likely to occur in the 
peace negotiations. It will be more se- 
rious for Spain, however, than for the 
United States. The former nation is in 
no condition to enforce any demands 
which she might make. Her only hope 
of staying the hand of the victor 
would be in enlisting the active sup- 
port of one or more of the European 
nations. This would be an extremely 
improbable if not an impossible out- 
come of the situation, and in any event 
could profit Spain but little, if at all. 
Probably the correct explanation of 
the report, assuming it to be true, is 
that the Spanish government, for some 
reason best known to itself, has de- 
cided to make a bluff at the Paris con- 
‘vention, but will not attempt seriously 
to insist upon the terms mentioned, 
nor upon any terms. To do so would 
be extremely unwise as well as futile. 
One of the serious obstacles which 
would be encountered at once, should 
an attempt be made to return the Phil- 
ippines or any part of them to Spain, 
would be the attitude of the Filipinos 
themselves. They will not again sub- 
mit to the Spanish yoke without a bit- 
ter and prolonged struggle, and in the 
opinion of some persons well qualified 
to speak, the Philippines could not be 
reconquered by Spain alone under any 
circumstances. These people, unskilled 
as they are in the art of government or 
in that of war, naving tasted some 
measure of freedom, are prepared to 
die rather than resiibmit themselves 
to the cruel misgovernment, oppres- 
sion and robbery of their former Span- 
ish masters. An attempt on the part 
of Spain to restore the old regime 
would be the signal for an insurrec- 
tion, overwhelming as to numbers and 
uncompromising as to methods. The. 
bloodshed would be appalling, and if 
Spain should succeed in reconquering 
the islands, there would be compara- 
tively few people left for her to govern. 
It is the duty of the United States to 
pursue such a course as will prevent at 
all hazards a catastrophe so appalling. 


SCANDALOUS PARTISANSHIP. 

It has been reserved for the New 
York State Democratic Convention, 
and for the permanent chairman of 
that convention, to make an exhibition 
of scandalous partisanship which dis- 
graces all concerned in the eyes of the 
nation and of the world. Frederick 
Schraub, chairman of the convention, 
in his address upon taking the chair, 
charged the national government with 
criminal neglect of the troops in the 
late war, and said: “Everywhere, 
Democrats were in the van—Dewey, 
Schley, Hobson, Lee, Wheeler—Demo- 
cratic heroes all—have written high 
their names in the American temple 
of fame.” 

As an exhibition of downright, un- 
adulterated, long-eared asininity, the 
above utterance is entitled to a prize. 
If uttered by a private individual, in a 
private capacity, it would have been 
bad enough; but as coming from the 
chairman of a State convention, acting 
in his official capacity, it is contempti- 
ble beyond expression, and will be so 
regarded by every patriotic Amer- 
ican citizen, no matter what may 
be the political views en- 
tertains. The heroes of the war, 
in private life, belong to _ both 
great political parties No one has yet 
been small enough to take a census of 
these heroes, to ascertain whether a 
majority of them are Democrats or 
Republicans. No such accounting 1s 
needed. When they entered the serv- 
ice of their country, they ceased to be 
partisans, and united in a common 
patriotism as inspiring as it was noble 
and self-sacrificing. No man has a 
|right to inquire into their political 
‘afffliations as private. citizens, in or- 
to “exploit them‘as Democrats or as 
Republicans. Their services ag sol- 
diers of the republic were quite dis- 
tinct from any and all considerations 
of a merely political character. 

The platform adopted by the conven- 
tion over which Mr. Schraub presided 
contains the following: 

“The scandalous abuse by the Presi- 
dent of his power of appointment, in 
scattering army commissions among 
inexperienced and incompetent  civil- 
ians as rewards to personal favorites, 
and that to the exclusion of experi- 
enced officers in the service, is largely 
accountable for the fearful suffering 
and apalling loss of life among the gal- 
lant soldiers that have brought dis- 
grace upon the administration and a 
sense of shame to the nation. A Dem- 
ocratic Congress will, if chosen by the 
people, rigidly investigate the conduct 
of the war and expose and punish all 
who may be responsible for the un- 
necessary deaths, privations and suffer- 
ings of the soldiers.” | 

This resolution is a fitting accom- 
paniment to the chairman’s remarks, 
above quoted. It is a shameful thing 
that any body of men, of any political 
faith, could be found within the limits 
of the United States who would con- 
sent to go on record with such a bare- 
faced declaration. That some incom- 
petent men were appointed to military 
positions is probably true, but this was 
to have been expected, where several 
thousands of appointments had to be 
made within a short period of time. As 
a whole, the military appointments 
made by the President were of a very 
high character, and to attempt to criti- 
cise them adversely, as a whole, is 
for the would-be critic to write him- 
self down an ass. The officers, both of 
the regular army and of the volunteer 
army, led their men into action in- 
stead of following them, as the large 
proportionate number of casualties 
among the officers fully demonstrates. 
The actual fighting was mostly under 
the direction of experienced military 
men, and the mistakes made in camp 
and field were due in a very large de- 
gree to our unpreparedness for the 
tremendous burdens of war which were 
so suddenly thrust upon the nation. 

The attempt of the New York Demo-

ABBOT KINNEY’S SUIT AGAINST 
OLD SOLDIERS. 


Gen. Johnstone Jones Examines the 
Objections Made to the Veterans’ 
Voting at Soldiers’ Home, 


NO CESSION OF TERRITORY. 


_-—-o 


JUDGE VAN DYKBE’S BILL FOR PAR- 
TIAL CESSION BLOCKED, 


Home Lands Held by a Corporation. 
What “Keeping at the Public Ex- 
pense’’ Means—Veterans’ Status 
as Voters Summarized, 


{The suit brought b Abbot Kinney 
against the County Clerk and certain in- 
mates of the Soldiers’ Home to deprive the 
veterans of the right to vote has been dis- 
cussed temperately and intemperately, and 
aroused a great deal of feeling. Johnstone 
Jones, Esq., contributes to the discussion 
this review of the question from a legal 
point of view.] 

The question raised by Abbot Kinney 
is one of importance not only to the 
old soldiers, but to the people at large. 
The right of suffrage on which the 
perpetuity of our free institutions de- 
pends, should, of course, be zealously 
guarded. No infringements on these 
rights should be tolerated. The ques- 
tion is mot to be treated lightly, nor de- 
cided by appeals to sentiment or preju- 
dice. Am impartial construction of the 
law is demanded for the good of all. 
As has been well said: “If it is not in 
accordance with the spirit of our insti- 
tutions and if it is plainly against the 
laws of the land for the old soldiers to 
vote at the home, then they should not 
vote there.”’ 

I do mot think Mr, Kinney is ob- 
moxious to criticism for bringing this 
question to the attenticn of the public. 
Entertaining the views he does, he 
would be derelict in his duties as a 
citizen if he did not protest against 
what appears to his comprehension to 
be a violation of our election laws, It 
certainly. shows that Mr. Kinney pos- 
eesses the courage of his convictions; 
so, while we controvert his views, we 
cannot but admire the moral courage 
which he displays. We therefore 
readily concede what has been claimed 
for him, “that the old soldiers have had 
no better friend outside the home up 
to date, amd that his action at present 
is not cone of hostility to the veterans, 
but is for the vindication of what he 
conceives to be a principle of law, jus- 
tice end public policy.” 

If the veterans are mistaken in their 
views on this question, amd have all 
these years been casting illegal votes 
at the home, the sooner the question is 
settled the better. It cannot b sup- 
posed that they wish to violate law, 
nor, as suggested, to impose burdens 
upon the community, nor to establish 
wrong precedents, open the door to 
abuses, jeapordize our free institutions, 
endanger the fabric of our government, 
mor do any of the direful things that 
the exercise of their voting privileges, 
it is claimed, will bring about. 

They esk no special favors from the 
courts. If, when disabled by age, dis- 
ease, or otherwise, and unable to eain 
a living, they seek refuge in a home 
which a grateful country has prepared 
for them, they are to be stripped of the 
dearest rights of American citizenship, 
they want to know it. To: maintain 
the law and the Constitution these men, 
in the bloody 60s, exposed their lives 
in battle; they were trained to obedi- 
ence; they reverence law, and if the 
law is against them they will yield 
cheerfully to a decision to that effect 
froom the courts. The right of suffrage 
is conferred by the Constitution of the 
State of California by Article 2, Section 
1, which declares that the voter shall 
have been a resident of the State one 
year next preceding election, and of 
the county in »which he claims his vote 
ninety days, and im the election pre- 
cinct thirty days. This provision is 
qualified by Section 4 of the same arti- 
cle, which reads as follows: 

“For the purpose of voting, no per- 
son shall be deemed to have gained 
or lost a residence by reason of his 
presence or absence while employed 
in the service of the United States, 
nor while engaged in the navigation 
of the waters of this State or of the 
United States, or of the high seas; 
nor while a student at any seminary 
of learning, nor while kept at any 
almshouse or other asylum, at public 
expense, nor while confined in any 
public prison.” 

Mr. Kinney inststs that the inmates 
of the Santa Monica. Home cannot 
vote for the reason that they are not 
residents within the meaning of these 
provisions of the Constitution, and 
that they are not residents for two 
reasons: (1.) Because the land on 
which the home is located is a Fed- 
eral reservation, and not a part of the 
State of California; and (2.) that ‘the 
home is an almshouse or asylum 
maintained at public expense. 

NOT A RESERVATION, 

I think Mr. Kinney is in error as 
to both of these propositions. The 
tract of land on which the home is 
built is not a Federal reservation. 

By am act of Congress, approved 
March: 21, 1866, the President of the 
United States, Secretary of War, 
Chief Justice :.ot” the United States 
and such other persons as might 
thereafter be aSsociated with them, 
according to the provisions of that 
act, were constituted a board of man- 
agers of an establishment for the 
care and relief of the disabled volun- 
teers of the United States army, by 
the name of the National Asylum for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, with 
power to take, hold and convey real 
and personal property, and to make 
bylaws, rules and regulations, not in- 
consistent with the laws of the United 
States, for carrying on the business 
and government of the asylum. The 
board of managers, consisting of 
twelve persons, were given authority 
to procure, at suitable places, sites, 
and to have the necessary buildings 
erected, etc. 

This act was amended by the act 
of Congress, January 21, 1873, which 
substituted the word “home” for 
“asylum,” for obvious reasons. 

Under these acts, “the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Sol- 
diers” is a corporation. 

Up to 1888, the year of the estab- 
lishment of the Santa Monica home, 
five branches of the National 
Home had been established, the loca- 
tions being at Dayton, O.; Milwaukee, 
Wis.: Togus, Me.; Hampton, Va., and 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

For the purposes of the Santa Mon- 
ica home the board of managers pro- 
ceeded to acquire a site. Just here 
it may be stated that for the location 
of the home in Los Angeles county 
the people are perhaps mostly in- 
debted to the good judgment, energy 
and skill of Judge Walter Van Dyke, 
who was the representative of Sena- 
tor John P. Jones of Nevada, in the 
transaction. 

The 300-acre tract on which the build- 
ings of the home. are located was the 
property of Senator Jones and Mrs. Ar- 
cadia B. de Baker, who, by deed of 
dated March 3, 1888, executed by 


ren 


| Walter Van Dyke, and Arcadia B. de 
Baker, by her attorney-in-fact, Robert 
S. Baker, conveyed the land to the Na- 
tional Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers, a corporation formed and ex- 
isting under the laws of the United 
States for the purpose of establishing 
and permanently sustaining a branch 
home for the disabled wolunteer sol- 
diers, as expressed in the grant. 

It is a donation of land accompanied 
by a further donation of $100,000, and 
was a gift from private parties to a 
corporation. The title is in the corpo- 
ration, not the United States. 
the United States, nor is it a Federal 
reservation A Federal reservation is 
public land withheld from sale, as for 
a military post, barracks, parks, for the 
use of Indiay tribes, or other specificfi 
purposes. The United States could not 
make a reservation of this particular 
tract for it is not public land. 

NO CESSION OF TERRITORY. 

But Mr. Kinney contends that the 
land has been ceded to the United 
States by the State of California, and 
that exclusive jurisdiction over it has 
passed to the former, which makes it 
national territory, the same as a Fed- 
eral reservation. .It is admitted that 
no specific act of cession has been made, 
but it is imsisted that the land was 
ceded by the operation of the general 
law. Section 33 of the Political Code 
wrovides that the sovereignty and jur- 
isdiction of this State extends to all 
places within its boundaries as estab- 
lished by the Constitution, but the ex- 
tent of such jurisdiction cwer places that 
have been or may be ceded to, pur- 
chased or condemned by the United 
States is qualified by the terms of such 
cession, etc. 

Section 34, Political Code, provides 
that the Legislature consents to the 
purchase or condemnation by the 
United States of any tract of land 
within this State for the purpose of 
erecting forts, magazines, arsenals, dock 
vards and other naval buildings, re- 
serving the right to use civil and crim- 
inal process. 

Neither of these sections applies to 
the Santa Monica Home, because the 
land was neither ceded to, purchased 
nor condemnd by the United States. 
Congress can exercise exclusive legis- 
lation only over places purchased by 
the consent of the Legislature of the 
State in which the same shall be for 
the erection of forts, magazines, ar- 
senals‘and other naval buildings, (Con- 
stitution of the United States, article 1, 
section 8; story on the Constitution, sec- 
tion 1211.) 

It may be claimed that the act of 
March 31, 1891, ceded the land to the 
Saied States. The act reads as fol- 
ows: 

The State of California hereby cedes 
to the United States of America exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over such piece or par- 
cel of land as may have been or may 
be hereafter ceded or conveyed to the 
United States, during the time the 
United States shall be or remain the 
owner thereof, for all purposes except 
the administration of the criminal laws 
of this State and the eervice of civil 
process therein.” 

This act does not apply to the Sianta 
Monica, Home. for the reason that the 
land on which the home is built has 
never been ceded or conveyed to the 
United States, and the United States is 
not the owner thereof. 

The act of Mafch 2, 1897, does not 
affect this land, because it cedes to 
the United States jurisdiction over 
only such lands within this State as 
are now held, occupied or reserved by 
the government of the United States 
“for military purposes or defense.” The 
National Home is not established for 
“military purposes or defense:” it is 
purely eleemosynary character. 
(Wolcott vs. Holcomb, 97 Mich,, 361; 56 
N.W. 83.) 

The fact that it is subject to the 
military laws and regulations of ‘the 
United States army does not make it 
a military establishment. (Renner vs. 
Bennett, 21 Ohio St, 431.) 

The inmates the home,.are not 
in the military service of thé United 
States: on the contrary, they have all 
been honorably discharged from the 
service. Admission to the home is con- 
fined to officers. and soldiers who 
served in the late war for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion, and the vol- 
unteer soldiers and sailors of the war 
of 1812. and of the Mexican war, who 
have been or may be disabled by 
wounds or sickness contracted in the 
line of their duty, and until honorably 
discharged they cannot gain admission 
into the home. 

The fact that the land is used un- 
der the authority of the Federal gov- 
ernment does not make it Federal ter- 
ritory. (Story on the Constitution, 
section 1222.) In Renner vs. Bennett 
the court holds that where the United 
States. without consent of the State, 
that is. without a cession from such 
State. even purchases and uses land 
for any purposes specified in section 8, 
article 1, of the Federal Constitution, 
it acquires no jurisdiction over’ the 
land. 

It is further argued by Mr. Kinney 
that this home must be a Federal res- 
ervation, otherwise the Federal tax 
money spent on the home is spent in 
violation of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, section 355. This 
statute can have no application to our 
case for the reasons: (1) The site on 
which the home is located was not pur- 
chased by the United States; (2) the 
home is not a public building within 
the meaning of that act; (3) the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General in favor 
of the validity of the title does not ap. 
pear to have been obtained, as_re- 
quired by section 356; (4) the consent 
of the Legislature of California to 
such alleged purchase has not been 

e therefore conclude that as 
State of California has not, by AB 
act, ceded this home to the govern. 
ment. and the provisions of the Po- 
litical Code and the acts of the Legis- 
lature of 1891 and 1897 do not cede She 
land. there has been no cession, and 
the home is not Federal territory. 

A BILL FOR PARTIAL CESSION. 

Judge Van Dyke evidently thought, 

and perhaps does now that there has 
been no cession of this property to the 
United States, for he drafted and for- 
warded to Senator Bulla, in February, 
1897, a bill for partial cession by the 
State of California to the United 
States, of jurisdiction over the tract of 
land occupied and used by the home, 
an act similar to one passed by the 
State of Wisconsin for the home lo- 
cated in that State. The bill contained 
a proviso reserving to the State the 
right and control of elections within 
the territory ceded. The bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. Bulla, but its intro- 
duction was so late that it failed of 
passage. 
' But even if this land is a Federal 
reservation, each inmate of the home 
who goes there with the intention of 
making it his domicile, would be en- 
titled to vote, providing, of course, he 
has the other requisite qualifications. 
The Supreme Court of this State in 
Stewart vs. Keyser (105 Cal., 459,) a 
case involving the right of suffrage of 
inmates of a veterans’ home a State 
institution located in Napa county, 
held that the fourth section of the sec- 
ond article of the State Constitution, 
above quoted, does not preclude the 
gaining of a residence for the purpose 
of voting by soldiers, college students 
or the inhabitants of a veterans’ home 
or infirmary upon proof of their inten- 
tion to acquire a domicile in the county 
of which they are inhabitants. This 
is now the settled law in the State of 
California, and so long as this decision 
stands unreversed, each inmate of the 
Soldiers’ Home who goes there to re- 
side and make it his home. is entitled 
to vote. The question of residence, 
then, under this decision. becomes a 
question of intention with each indi- 
vidual voter. 

STATUS OF VETERANS. 


There are other reasons ‘why this 


P. Jones, by his attorney-in-fact,, 


provision of the Constitution does not 


| preclude the inmates of Santa Monica 


Home from voting. By its plain terms . 
it does not apply to this establishment, 
for the inmates are not “employed in 
the service of the United States; they 
are all discharged from that service. 
The home is not an ‘almshouse,” 
which is a house prepared for the use 
of the poor. It is not an ‘asylum.’ 
It was originally, by the act of March 
21, 1866, styled “A National Military 
and Naval Asylum for the Relief of the 
Totally Disabled Officers and Men of 
the Volunteer Forces of the United 
States.” By the act of January 23, 
1873, the word “home” wae substituted 
for “asylum,” and the institution was 
thenceforth known by the name and 
style of the ‘“‘National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers.” The _ in- 
mates are not kept “at public ex- 
pense.” The funds for the establish- 
ment and support of the home are de- 
rived from numerous sources stated in 
the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, section 4831, and the board of 
managers is authorized to receive do- 
nations of money or property, so that 
the institution is not dependent entirely 
upon revenues derived from _ public 
taxes. The pensions of those inmates 
who have neither wife, child nor parenc 
dependent upon them may be required 
by the board of managers to be as- 
signed to the home during the time 
they shall remain therein or receive its 
benefits. So that the establishment ig 
only partially supported out of the 
revenues of the government. ; 
The cases relied upon by Mr. Kinney 
do not, I think, support his contention 
(Silvery vs. Lindsay. 107 New York, 
55; Lawrence vs. Leidleigh, Kansas 50, 
Pac. 600: Wolcott vs. Holcomb, Michle 
gan, N. W., 83.) They relate to State 
homes, not Federal, supported by State 
taxes and held to be asylums within 
the meaning of the Constitution, which 
precludes the inmates of asylums and 
almshouses from voting at such places, 
In those cases it was admitted that 
such immates were “kept at public ex< 
pense.” ‘The phrase “kept at publi¢ 
expense” in the California Constitution 
evidently means kept at State or mue 
nicipal expense, and can have no ref- 
erence to the United States or its revV~ 
enues. The Constitutional provisions 
of those States on this subject ere ale 
most identical with those of Californi 
In Sinks vs. Reese (19 Ohio, St. 306, 
the land waa expressty ceded to the 
United States, and was undoubtedly 
national territory. Subsequentlv by 
act of January 21, 1871. the United 
Stetes ceded the land back to the State 
of Ohio, and in Renner vs. Bennett. it 
was held that the inmates of the Sole 
diers’ Home in Ohio had the right te 
vote. 
VETERANS’ RIGHT TO THE BAlLe 
LOT. 


In no.State of the Union, so far as 
my investigations extend, have the in- 
mates of the National Home for dis- 
abled volunteer soldiers been depriv 
of their votes by reason of their resi- 
dence in the home. And why should 
they be? Outside of purely legal and 
technical grounds what good reasons 
exist for construing our Constitution 
so as to deprive this class of our fel- 
low citizens of their right of suffrage. 
It is argued that they are not tax- 
payers, have no property in the pre- 
cinct, and ought not to be allowed to 
impose burdens in the community 
where the home is located. Property 
qualification for voting is expressly for- 
bidden by article 1, section 24, of the 
Constitution of the State of Califor- 
nit. This line of objection is ably and 
eloquently met by Chief Justice 
Hooker of the Supreme Court of ‘the 
State of Michigan in his dissenting 
opinion in Wolcott vs. Holcomb. He 
says: “It should not be assumed that 
those who inhabit almshouses or asy- 
lums are unworthy people, or that they 
have no interest in elections, or that 
they are disqualified from discharging 
the duties of a citizen understandingly 
or properly. 

“The only reason given for the con- 
struction contendéd for is, that these 
¢lasses are undesirable voters at the 
place.of the asylumsnthat they pay 
taxes, do no work ;for the benefit 
the municipality and have no interest 
in local affairs. @ same may be said 
of many persons ‘in all localities. It 
never has beén a requisite of electoral 
rights that a citizen should pay taxes, 
do work for the benefit of the munic- 


ipality or evince interest in municipal ~ 


affairs: nor does right of suffrage de- 
pend upon a wise or even honest erer- 
cise of the privileges of the ballot. The 
electoral franchise is based upon broader 
principles. There is no man so poor or 
low that he is not richer, and manlier 
for his political equality, and the bal- 
lot is essential to the protection of all 
classes. Immediately a class or race is 
disfranchised its members are deprived 
of an equal chance with their fellows, 
This proposition is so important e part 
of the foundation of our_institutions 
that it should not be eliminated or 
weakened by any unnecessary con- 
struction of a constitution based upon 
civil or political equality.” 

If the law is as contended for by 
Mr. Kinney, it should be amended, and 
such new legislation be enacted as will 
invest the inmates of the national home 
with the right to vote. This end c*in be 
effected in several ways. First, by the 
United States, by act of Congress, ced- 
ing jurisdiction over the tract of land 
on which the Santa Monica home is lo- 
cated, back to the State of California, 
as was done in Ohio. 

Second, by amending the Constitution 
of the State, either by making these in- 
mates electors in the township wh 
the home is located, or providing for 
casting their ballots at the home, to be 
counted in the township from which 
they came. 

Third, by the Legislature of Califor- 
nia passing the bill drafted by Judge 
Walter Van Dyke, or some-similar bill, 
ceding the jurisdiction but reserving 
the suffrage rights.

Maguire’s Shillelah Works on a Pe- 
cullar Plan—The Truth of the 
Trading-stamp Candidate's As- 
sertion That Barnes is an In- 
citer of Riot.. 


Gen. W. H. L. Barnes, the distin- 
guished orator and lawyer, who has 
been accompanying Henry T. Gage 
on @ campaign trip through Southern 
California, reached Los Angeles, in 
cormnpany with Mr. Gage, yesterday 
morning and today will go to San 
Francisco, After resting for a few 
days Gen. Barnes will start out om 
another trip to address Republican au- 
diences in the central amd northern 
parts of the State. 

For twenty years not a State mor 
Presidential campaign has gone on that 
Gen. Barnes has not yielded to the 
solicitations of the State Central Com- 
mittee amd gome forth to deliver a 
series of addresses on the questions of 
the day. In all those years he hase re- 
ceived no compensation whatever for 
his labors for the Republicam party, 
not even to the extent of having his 
expenses paid, mor has he ever held 
any public office. 

“In twenty years’ experience in 
political campaigns,"’ said rnes 
yesterday, “I have never seen #0 much 
interest amd enthusiasm as have been 
manifested all over the State this year. 
We have held wonderful meetings in 
Southern California. Everywhere hun- 
dreds of people have been turned away 
frcrm the door, 

“At San Diegowe addressed am audi- 
ence of fully 8000 people. The exer- 
cises were held on the plaza under the 
open sky. A fog blew in and it began 
to drizzle. I wamted to etop, but the 
people cried, ‘Go on! Go on!’ There 
were ladies present in light dresses; 
the crowd was not prepared for such 
weather, but the audience stayed to 
a man.

t he spoke with unabated vigor and 
force. His tones were low, but clear 


and perfectly audible in every part of 
the house. He spoke as follows: 


GAGE’S SPEECH, 


Vigorous Arraignment of Maguire. 

‘ His Record in Congress. 

Mr. Chairman, friends and neighbors: 
Accurate, indeed, was the chairman a 
moment ago when he said that a candi- 
date for the high office of Governor 
ought not to be traveling this State, in- 
viting suffrages of his fellow-citizens. 
I assure you that if I followed the 
promptings of my heart my voice would 
not have been sounded here tonight, 
because it is extremely difficult for me 
to speak in behalf of a cause in which 
I am deeply interested. It was my 
idea, primarily, that candidates for this 
high office should not combine and en- 
gage in a general campaign of this 
State, but the high distinguished can- 
didate of: the fusionists is impressed 
with the doctrine of Ben Franklin; that 
is blessed is he who blows his own 
horn, for then it surely shall be blown. 

Being impressed w those senti- 
ments, and acting on those lines, be- 
fore my voice had ever been sounded in 
this campaign my distinguished op- 

nent assailed me as a fool. In the 

erald he declared that he hadn't said 
that I was a fool. I had a shorthand 
report of his speech, and he was nearly 
right, for he hadn’t said that I was a 
S, how foolish.” Twiddle 
twiddle dee. 

In fact, those opposed to me have 
criticised me in every conceivable way. 
They find fault to begin with with the 
cut of my clothes. Now I don’t think 
that is fair. I don’t think they have 


any right to find fault with these

Then they say that I put my hands 
in my pockets, and they criticise the

‘Herald says I-cannot speak, and when 


I do speak they say I have not dene 
so, and they want to know who writes 
Gage’s speeches. Let me tell my 
friend Spalding that the same man 
writes Gage’s speeches whom he and 
his friends have paid large sums of 
money to for defending them in libel 
suits. [Laughter and applause.] 

I want to thank the entire audience, 
one and all, for this magnificent dem- 
onstration to the Republican party and 
to the Ajax of orators of the western 
hemisphere, and to myself. I have al- 
ways loved my fellow-townspeople, and 
such scenes as this and past kindnesses 
—I- was about to say increases, but I 
don’t think that would be possible—my 
affection for them. It is not my pur-. 
pose to make an extended argu- 
ment or any extended speech upon this 
occasion. 

By the way, can vou hear me in the 
rear of the hall as I speak? 

A voice. Can hear you way up here,

Mr. Gage, continuing: Thank you. 
[Applause.]. You will-pardon me for. 
making that inquiry, but, traveling 
over the State as I am compelled to 
do—because for once in my life I try to 
obey orders—I find that I must take 
great care of my voice, and therefore, 
if Iam making you hear me, speaking 
in the tones that I am talking, why, of 
course, I do not desire to raise my 
voice to a higher pitch. 

The gentleman who stood upon the 
rostrum the other night, I understand, 
was extremely enthusiastic about his 
election. I do not look at it that way. 
I have traveled over seven counties of 
this State within the last ten days, and 
I assure you that the Republican party 
will triumph in every one of those 
counties. [Applause.] We have had at 
each meeting vast audiences and of the 
most enthusiastic character, and there 
is no question in my mind about the 
ultimate results. No question in my 
mind that the Republican party will 
triumph, as it ought to, and the only 
question is, how great shall be the ma- 
jority? fApnvlause.] 

MAGUIRE’S RECORD. 

Now, I charged in a sneech—and a 
impromptu speech, and all of mine are 
imvromptu—in this hall that Mr. Ma- 
guire had stood in Congress and voted 
on lines opposite to these from which 
American bullets were flying, and that 
seems to have disturbed my opponent 
considerably, and everywhere he has 
gone he has demanded, and T under- 
stand that he followed the usual rule 
here the other night. the record upon 
that subiect. thinkine that TI was a 
fool. as he expressed it. or foolish, and 
so foolish that probably T had not tin- 
vestiwated the record. He made that 
ehallenge, and urfortunately for him 
I have the record here. J charged this, 
and IT now reassert that he stcod in 
Congress ard voted against the War 
Revenue Bill. a bill that nrovided for 
the food, for the clothing. for the med- 
icine. for evervthine that should go,to 
sustain our gallart volunteers who 
went forth to battle for our country's 
flee. fAnniause.] 

He voted arainst thet Pll. and T 
would like to inquire if that is not 
voting on lines opposite to those from 
which our bullets flew. Yes, he did 
something more, row that he has ealled 
for the record. He voted against the 
issuance of bonds to carry on the war. 
He says he did not vote against the 
bonds. This is what he did, and we 
will call the page and the record for it 
in a moment. He voted for the bonds, 
if they should be issued as non-inter- 
est-bearing bonds. Supvose a man 
should go to the bank to borrow monev 
and he should say to the banker: “T 
want to borrow $10,000. I will give you 
my note for it payable twenty years 
without interest.” How much money 
do you suppose he would get? Mr. Ma- 
ruire is a lawyer. Did he not know as 
a lawyer and as a business man that if 
those bonds were put upon the market 
non-interesting bearing, that they 


never could be negotiated? Even a fel- 
low as foolish as he thinks I am would 
know better than that. [Applause.] 


‘And I would like to ask if that is not 


voting on lines opposite to those from 
which American. bullets were flying. 

Yes, fellow-citizens, he stood in Con- 
gress and did not vote for that bill, 
which provided that the gallant sol- 
diers who went ‘forth to battle for 
you and battle for me, to battle for 
that dear old flag, should have the 
right to vote. He stood in Congress 
and refused to give them the right of 
suffrage. What respect for the war; 
what respect for the soldier! Is not 
that vote a vote tending in directions 
from the lines where American bullets 
are flying? 


Now the record for it. I would not 
refer to this matter in detail, except 
he stood upon this rostrum, and said 
what I had said in that behalf was un- 
true and inaccurate, and he defied me 
to produce the record, and, by the way, 
that vote is of the same sentiment, 
only it refers to the volunteer, as that 
which permeates suit recently 
brought—the infamous suit to dis- 
franchise the gallant old veterans.

“Mr. Barham: Is a motion in order 
to concur with an amendment?

plause.}] - And, fellow-citizens, who is 
responsible for that? He to his coun- 
try and to his God; but the Democratic 
party in its platform the other day de- 
clared in favor of and commended the 
act of every Democratic Congressman 
in California. Therefore, they indorsed 
by that resolution that infamous con- 
duct. Now, the pages are as follows: 
That in reference to the disfranchise- 
mént of the soldier is House bill No. 
14,550, and I call his @ttention at the 
same time to the Congressional Rec- 
ord of June 10, 1898, pages 6390 and 6391. 

Upon the bond question, referring to 
his support of Mr. Bland’s amendment 
reported in volume 31, No. 104, Congres- 
sional Record, April 29, 1898, and also 
the same volume page 4844. I “will not 
read those; but if there is anybody who 
finds fault with that recurd, I will be 
pleased to show-it to him. £o I claim 
until he has disposed of those records, 
the proposition that he complained of 


in my original speech still stands. [At- 
plause—Cries of *‘Good,’’ ““Good.’’] 
Now, fellow-citizens, I understand 


that the learned gentleman, my friend, 
complained bitterly because in my 
speech here from this platform I had 
said that he had the power to stand 
in Congress, when the funding amend- 
ment came up, and by raising a single 
objection, to have defeated the consid- 
eration ‘and passage of that bill. And 
he says, “why, how foolish that man 
Gage is. Why, don’t he know that 
was a part of the great Deficiency Bill, 
running into millions and millions and 
millions of dollars; does Gage think that 
by rising up in Congress I could have 
said that and stopped the wheels of 
government?’ that is the way he an- 
swers the question. 

My remarks were never directed to 
the Deficiency Bill. They were di- 
rected to the refunding amendment and 
he well knows it. Now that refunding 
amendment was the proposed law which 
is now an operative statute of the Con- 
gress of the United States, providing 
for the entire disposition of the contro- 
versy that existed between these great 
railroads and our country, it provided 
that the company should pay upward 
of fifty-nine millions of dollars to the 
government in ten years, twenty equal 
annual payments with interest upon in- 
terest. 

MAGUIRE’S INCONSISTENCY. 

Now, I say on its face, it would ap- 
pear to me that if a man owed another 
a large sum of money and he would 
pay every dollar that he owed him and 
interest, too, the creditor would have 
no great ground of complaint. That is 
the way it would strike one of ordi- 
nary mind. Now that is exactly what 
this bill is. Now the biil in that shape 
passed the United States Senate, came 
down to Congress, there, when the mat- 
ter arose, Mr. Barham from this State, 
proposed in Congress an amendment 
to the bill. That amendment Mr. Ma- 
guire, in a speech the other day, said 
was a good one. Mr. Barham and other 
Congressmen concede that if Barham’s 
amendment had not been adopted that 
Congress would have voted down the 
bill. Now, if that is so, and it were in 
the power and was in the power of Mr. 
Maguire to have said, “I object,’’ and 
prevented the passage of the bill, what 
right, please tell me, has he to stand 
upon this rostrum or any rostrum in 
California, and denounce the Republi- 
can party because that bill passed, 
where he had the power to defeat its 
passage? [Applause.] 

Now, let us read the record upon that 
subject, and you will say, while I spoke 
extemporaneously on the occasion re- 
ferred to, that by the record, I was 
right. 

You will excuse me for reading, gen- 
tlemen, but it is a short paragraph, 
and when you consider the importance 
of the question involved, I am sure 
that you will consider no moment lost 
which you spend in arriving at a just 
conclusion. 

(Mr. Gage then read from the Con- 
gressional Record as follolws:) 

“The bill came over to the House and 
Mr. Cannon had charge of it. Mr. Can- 
non addressed the chairman protem.: 
‘Mr. Speaker. The time is about here 
when this vote is to be taken. As I un- 
derstand the pending motion is to re- 
cede from the disagreement to the Sen- 
ate amendment and concur in the same. 

‘The Speaker, pro tem.: That is the 
pending motion; yes. 

“Mr. Barham: Now, in that connec- 
tion, Mr. Speaker, a parliamentary in- 
quiry.

lease any right lien, or cause of action 
already held by the United States.” 

Mr. Cannon: “Now, Mr. Speaker, in 
my judgment that amendment en- 
larges the Senate provision, instead 
of limiting it, but the gentleman from 
California thinks it would be a valu- 
able amendment. We cannot’ vote 
upon it at this stage, unless there is 
consent.” 

Resuming, Mr. Gage _ said: Now, 
mark’ you, the chairman tells them that 
thev cannot vote upon that bill unless 
there is consent, ahd Mr. Maguire was 
right there. Let us go further. “Now 
I. have no objection if such is the 
unanimous wish of the House to mod- 
ify my motion, and move that the 
House recede from the disagreement 
to the Senate amendment, and concur 
with the amendment which has just 
been read.”’ 

Mr. Barham: 
will do that.” 

The Speaker pro tem: “The gentle- 
man from Illinois, Mr. Cannon, asks 
the unanimous consent to withdraw 
his motion, to recede and concur, and 
to make a motion to concur with the 
amendment which has just been read 
from the clerk’s desk. Is there ob- 
jection ?”’ 

MAGUIRE'S UNJUST CRITICISMS. 

There was no objection. [Applause.] 
So it was in the power of the man 
who stood upon this rostrum, and goes 
forth over this State assailing that 
bill. to have absolutely stopped and 
prevented its passage. Then why 
didn’t he do it? Not having done it, 
what right has he to travel this State 
over and brand the Republican party 
with dishonor and dishonesty for 4al- 
lowing an act he himself helped _ to 
consummate? I say none whatever. 
Further, why does the gentleman call 
this bill a Republican measure, please 
tell me? Who wrote that bill? The 
champion, a Democrat, too; a brave, a 
loyal. an honest Demcorat, Mr. Morgan 
from Alabama was the author of that 
bill. and not a Republican. [Ap- 
plause.|] Further, after he had intro- 
duced that bill into the United States 
Senate, a gentleman of integrity, of 
honesty. whom you all know, proposed 
an amendment to it, guarding the 
rizhts of the people. It was no other 
gentleman than that stalwart Repub- 
lican, Stephen M. White. [Applause 
and laughter at Mr. Gage'’s sarcasm.] 
A Republican measure, ‘you see. Not 
only that, but so, just so careful of 
the rights of the people was that bill, 
that every member of the United 
States Senate, every Democrat, every 
Populist. every Republican voted for 
it. That bill passed the United States 
Senate by a unanimous vote. Will you 
-kindly tell me when it was that my 
distinguished opponent became  pos- 
sessed of more patriotism, more hon- 
esty, more wisdom than the entire 
United States Senate? 

I say that any bill that passes that 
great body and receives the indorse- 
ment of every Democrat, every Repub- 
lican, every Populist, must have vir- 
tue in it. It would seem to me that 
this argument nearly disposes of the 
entire Democratic contention, because 
the Examiner says—and that is the 
organ of the creed of the other side, 
and the other side also joined in the 
same sentiment—that there is no 
other issue before the people of this 
great State in this campaign, than that 
bill. That issue has been long since 
decided, decided by the unanimous 
vote of the United States Senate and 
by Congress, too, and is the law of 
the land. That being settled, that be- 
ine the only question, it would seem 
that their duty now would be to vote 
for a party that presents an issue, the 
Republican party. [Applause.] 

They say when attacked, for hav- 
ing been the advocates of that  in- 
famous doctrine, single tax—that doc- 
trine which would deny the right of the 
widow and orphan to inherit lands: 
that doctrine which would prevent, Tf 
triumphant, the taxing of any prop- 
erty other than real property, in the 
State of California—they say that it 
is not an issue in the campaign. Why 
not? The Democratic party in its plat- 
form has decisared in favor and com- 
mended every act of every Democratic 
Congressman in the United States. Mr. 
Maguire advocated and voted for sin- 
gle tax. Now, if they commend every 
act of his, haven't they indorsed sinele 
tax. and is not that an issue in the 
campaign? [Applause.] 

Mr. Maguire in Congress, denied the 
right of the land-owner to own his

lands. Mr. Maguire in Congress, by 
his speeches and by his vote, denied 
the right of the mine-owner to take ore 
from his mine, and the Democratic 
party has indorsed his acts in Con- 
gress. I wonder how the mine-owner 
will vote on election day. Gen. Barnes 
will tell you. I thank you for your 
attention. [Applause.] 


A GREAT ORATOR’S EFFORT. 


Gen. Barnes Thrills His Audience by 
His Matchless Eloquence. 

In introducing Gen. Barnes, Judge 
McKinley said: ‘“‘Ladies and gentlemen, 
we are fortunate upon this occasion, the 
formal opening of our campaign, in 
having with us that brilliant orator, 
whose voice again and again has been 
the trumpet call that led the Republi- 
can hosts forward to victory, that ag- 
gressive leader who never sounded a 
retreat. I present to you Gen. W. H. L. 
Barnes of San Francisco.” 

Gen. Barnes spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and _  fellow-citizens: 
According to the gospel, according to 
Maguire, there are several issues in 
this campaign created by the Repub- 
lican platform, the Democratic plat- 
form, the Populist platform, and 
Barnes. 

As to the Republican and Democratic 
vlatforms, they are with few notable 
exceptions harmonious, and agree upon 
the same general propositions which 
are considered to be for the benefit and 
advantage of the State of California. 
Both of them rejoice in the success of 
our army and our navy. Both demand 
that we shall have a navy equal to 
the necessities of our growing com- 
merce. Both of them indorse the school 
system. Both of them indorse the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. Both 
of them demand good roads. Both of 
them demand the improvement of our 
rivers and harbors. Both of them con- 
demn the sale of convict-made goods. 
And so they run along on parallel lines 
with, as I say, one or two exceptions. 
The most notable one is that while the 
Republican party rejoices in the acqui- 
sition of the Hawaiian Islands as a 
United States outpost, and defense of 
the country, as a country furnishing to 
us a new market, the Democratic plat- 
oo is absolutely silent upon the ques- 
tion. 

It is a most remarkable condition of 
things, fellow-citizens, that when this 
new era of what is called imperial 
conquest on lands separated from our 
country by vast sheets of ocean water, 
when the attention of the _ civilized 
world is riveted upon the foreign pol- 
icy of the American nation, that the 
Democratic party of the State of Cali- 
fornia, most interested of all the States 
in the consideration of the propriety or 
impropriety of this extension of the 
national domain—that the Democratic 
party should be as dumb as an oyster. 
Why? You know; so do I. It was be- 
cause Mr. James G. Maguire in his seat 
in Congress fought against the annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands, voted to 
suppress ali debate upon this. subject, 
and upon the final vote was recorded 
against the acquisition of the Ha- 
waiian Islands. Senator White pursued 
the same course in the Senate, and it 
would have been a queer sort of con- 
quest if they had said in one breath: 
“We approve, as every American does, 
of the acquisition of this territory,” and 
in the same breath’ had commended 
Stephen M. White and Mr. Maguire for 
voting against it, wouldn’t it? [Ap- 
nlause.] 

They call for the immediate fore- 
closure of the liens upon the Central 
Pacific and Western Railroad. All fuss 
and feathers, sound and fury, signify- 
ing nothing, because, as you have heard 
from our dear friend Mr. Gage—Gov. 
Gage—[Applause] that matter was dis- 
posed of by the Fifty-fifth Congress, 
and now simply remains a law to be 
executed, a debt to be paid with in-, 
terest upon interest, or there will be 
at the expiration of a year, or upon the 
happening of any default, this forecios- 
ure and gale, for which these gentlemen 
are so anxious. . 

That is all the difference betwee 
these two platforms. Ah, I forgot one. 
They open up their declaration of prin- 
ciples with a statement that they still 
have a firm and unyielding. adherence 
to the principles of Thomas Jefferson. 
Well, Thomas Jefferson Was a great 


man. He lived in avery’ early 
Stage of our. national  constitu- 
tional life. He was a__states- 
man of the first order. He had been 


American Minister to France during 
the life of the republic there, and the 
Reign of Terror. He wos the successor 
of Franklin, and he came back to 
America full of the idea of the beauty 
of the name, ‘‘Republican,”’ and he or- 
ganized the Republican party. Democ- 
racy had not then been born, and I 
wish it had never been born [Applause, } 
or had been stillborn. [Laughter.] But 
he marched to victory against Presi- 
dent Adams under the banner of Re- 
publicanism. He was singularly simple 
in his tastes and habits. He would not 
even be escorted to the Canitol of the 
nation to be. inducted into the Presi- 
dency. He rode his horse with his sad- 
dlebags up to the fence around the 
Capitol and hitched his horse and went 
in and was sworn. He would not allow 
onybody to call him “Your Excel- 
lency,”’ nor the ‘“‘Hon.”’ Thomas Jeffer- 
son, nor even Mr. Jefferson; and he in- 
augurated that which has become the 
unwritten law of the nation, that the 
President of the United States has novo 
title whatever. And from this t*rae un- 
til this hour, the President of the 
United States is addressed “Thomas 
Jefferson, President of the United 
States, sir.” 

Jefferson was a magnificent man in 
his personal appearance, far over ° 6 
feet high. of herculean form, and with 
a splendid and divine face, that drew 
toward him the admiration and respect 
of every human being, who looks upon 
it. For twenty-nine years, I believe it 
was, after he ceased to be President, 
he was the _ constitutional father 
of Madison and Monroe, and their suc- 
cessors until that Fourth of July came 
when he and John Adams, his prede- 
cessor in office, died on the same day, 
on the natal day of American inde- 
pendence, and passed to heaven, away 
from the plaudits of earth to the glad 
acclaim of the blessed regions above. 
{Applause.] , 

And so our science that cannot lift 
the veil that shrouds the future, has 
uplifted that which has covered the 
past, and the doctrine of evolution has 
taught us that the earth billions of 
years ago was a whirling mass of firey 
vapor and of gasses moving in the 
same plane around the central sun in 
which it revolves today. But as eons 
after eons pass, when the same gasses 
in those flery vapors which you now 
find upon the dissolution of water, 
came together in their right propor- 
tion, the firey vapor disappeared and 
the world was a globe of whirling 
water. 

Time passed; ages went on, and 

from the same elements were evolved 
the earth, and little by little it grew, 
and upon the almost shoreless sea 
there lay little creatures’ without 
sight, without articulation, containing 
the mere germs of life, smaller than 
that of the animalculate that has its 
universe in the drop of water that one 
can hang on the end of his finger. 
_ Time passed, and from those germs 
came the huge birds that flew above 
the land and made,their footprints in 
the solid standstone 

Then came the great beasts, and the 
tropic trees. 

The last of all came the little simiam, 
and he grew and Covenyen. until he 
took the form of manhood, savage and 
living in huts, by instinct, and under 
laws as slow as his origin he developed 
and developed until as ages passed by, 
the savage in his hut, clad with skins 
became the builder of temples. He 
made the magnificent cities of Ninevah 
and Yippon, that lie between that great 


place, made by the confluence of the 


Tigris and Euphrates rivers in Asia |. 


Minor. 

He made the magnificent literature 
and art of Greece and Rome. He spread 
over the whole world, mastering sci- 
ence and coming at last to be the mag- 
nificent structure of the modern man. 
{Applause.] Master of the lightning, 
creator of the steam, piercing the very 
skies with his telescope, weighing the 
stars in their courses, and giving their 
line of direction through their immeas- 
urable orbits, and is now contriving 
some method by which he shall talk 
with mars, until he comes at last to 
stand as near his Maker as human na- 
ture may ever approach the God-head. 
[Applause.] 

EVOLUTION OF MAGUIRE. 

But the Democratic . party has 
changed all that. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] They began with Jefferson and 
ended with Maguire. [Continued ap- 
plause.] I don’t know, ladies and 
gentlemen, why it is that Mr. 
Maguire has such a holy horror of me. 

I never harmed him. I have known 
him nineteen years, either in office 
or hunting one, as he hunts a fiea. 
{[Applause.] My dear friend, Mr. Gage, 
says that Mr. Maguire finds fault with 
him because he has his hands in his 
pockets, his own pockets. {Laughter 
and applause.] That cannot be said of 
Maguire. [Laughter and applause.] 
He has had his hands in the public 
pocket most of the time for nineteen 
years and has drawn from the public 
treasury upward of $65,000 in gold coin 
of the United States without ever ren- 
dering one dollar’s consideration there- 
for. [Laughter and applause.] I will 
defy the most sane of that crowd of 
lunatics to march under his banner to 
point out one act introduced into the 
Legislature by Mr. Maguire that had 
the slightest tendency, even in the most 
remote degree, to make his fellow-citi- 
zens wiser, happier, better. He has been 
three terms, I think, in Congress, and 
I will defy the Congressional Record 
to show that Maguire ever introduced 
a bill that was of the slightest benefit 
to the State from which he came, that 
redounded to his own honor, even. If 
there is anybody here, any friend of 
his, who knows of any one thing he 
did, I give him leave to rise and state 
it. I pause for a reply. He never did. 
{Applause.] 

GOOD AT A FIRE. 

I will say of him, perhaps, in the 
same spirit with which I heard an old- 
fashioned Presbyterian minister in a 
town in Massachusetts, where I was 
raised—Springfield—who was called 
upon to officiate at the funeral of the 
most good-for-nothing scamp that had 
ever been in the village. He had been 
a warrior ever since his early youth. 
There was not an orchard he had not 
robbed: there was not a hen roost that 
had not had the blessing of his nightly 
visitations. And at least he was killed 
in a fight about a saw. And the old 
doctor was called upon to officiate at 
the funeral. He rose to his feet, and 
in the presence of the mourners, he 
said: ‘‘We all know that our deceased 
friend was a very bad young man. He 
was a trouble to the neighborhood and 
a scourge to his father and mother, 
and yet,” he says, “I will say for him 
that he was occasionally very good at 
a fire.” [Laughter.] 

Mr. Maguire made a good judge. He 
was on the bench of the Superior Court 
in San Francisco. I had a great deal 
of business with him as a judge, tried 
a number of cases before him, and J 
found him always a man of remarkable 
memory, of very considerable compre- 


hension *of facts and remarkable for. 


the courage of his convictions. [Ap- 
plause.] He did not have as a judge— 
and there is where he should have 
stayed, if he was going to remain in 
public life—the opportunity to cut any 
antics in politics that he has since 
been gathering about him, on every 
side of every question. And now on all 
sides of all questions. [Laughter.] 
NOT AN ISSUE. 

Why he should make me, T’ say, an 
issue in this campaign, I haven’t the 
slightest idea. I never harmed a hair 
of his head nor wished him y evil. 
We have always met in a friendly way. 
We shake hands, sit down and discuss 
matters, but I never thought that Mr. 
Maguire would go before the people of 
this State and dribble and drool about 
me. He says that I am a dog of the 
Southern Pacific Company; that I have 
no business except that which that 
railroad company gives me, and that 
when I put up my daily prayer, “Give 
us this day, my daily reas I address 
myself to C. P. Huntington, and not 
to the Giver of all good. [Laughter 
and applause.] He says that I am an 
animated human locomotive running 
on the Southern Pacific tracks and 
blowing off steam and whistling when 
Herrin pulls the throttle. e knows 
that is not true. He holds me respon- 
sible, God help me, for all the short- 
comings of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company. He says that they man- 
ufactured me into a Republican and 
sent me’ out under hire to talk Re- 
publican doctrine. His latest assertion 
is that my dear friend, Henry Gage, 
hired me to go round the State with 
him. I hardly know how to character-

He 
forgot to tell you that the commander 
of all the forces in this State, on duty 
at that time day and night during 
those three months, and disbursing all 
the entire military forces in the Sec- 
ond Brigade was your humble servant; 
[Applause.] I say I do not doubt that 
Maguire was in the National Guard at 
that time, and yet before believing it 
F would like to have him hand up three 
or four corroborating witnesses. 
{Laughter and applause.] And yet, 
knowing this; knowing that I was his 
commanding officer, as I was of every 
other man in the National Guard dur- 
ing those terrible disturbances which 
threw back the prosperity of San 
Francisco a quarter ofa _ century, 
scared away more capital from it than 
has ever come into it since; a riotous 
mob, seething and burning and blazing 
with passion from one end of that un- 
fortunate city to the other, egged on 
by that infamous Mayor Isaac Calbuck, 
and out of that germ came, as I al- 
ways understood, though he denies it, 
the political prominence of Judge Ma- 
guire. What was this occasion that 
he refers to when I tried by inflam- 
matory speech to rase a mob? Let him 
| tell you, because it is an honest bit of 
history. On the 25th of August, 1875, 
William C. Ralston, president of the 
Bank of California, went to his death 
by drowning in the waters of San 
Francisco Bay. Three days later he 
was buried with a funeral cortege that 
was over three miles long, and on the 
afternoon of that day one of the even- 
ing papers in San Francisco published 
an attack upon his life and character, 
which his friends understood to 
without foundation In fact. It excited 
intense indignation, but more than two 
weeks elapsed. Two weeks elapsed 
before a meeting of the business citi- 
zens of that city was held for the pur- 
pose of expressing sympathy with his 
widow and his orphans, and a con- 
demnation of the attack which had 
been made upon him, and I want to 
rend’ you two paragraphs of the incen- 
diary speech that I made on that occa- 
sion. There was never the slightest in- 
timation of violence. It was an assem- 
bly as dignified as this, without an 
expression of the slightest passion, and 
when the meeting was over they dis- 
persed and went to their homes. There 
had been some suggestion in other 
newspapers in San Francisco. whi 
did not like the Bulletin. and:the Call, 
that perhaps there might be trouble, 
but there never was the slightest. Now, 
I want to read to you before going to 
something else, just a paragraph on 
the subject of that incendiary speec 


is in Judge Magutre’s statement. This 
is the last paragraph of my speech on 
that occasion: “Maj. Smiley said that 
there was once a time in the lives of 
the people of California when ven- 
geance, as they thought was deserved, 
was wreaked upon the spot, but we 
live now in a different time and for a 
higher and nobler purpose.

We come to speak of him, to 
say to the world how much we loved 
him: to say to all mankind that the

leave no solitary shadow of a shade:

You «rernember, those of you who are 
old enough to recall that time, that 
eo many threats had been made about 
Mr. Lincoln coming to Washington, so 
many menaces of assassination of 
that great man had been uttered, that 
it was considered advisable, to send 
the resident-elect of the United 
States across the continent by stealth. 
And so he came. No man knew 
through what State he passed, or 
when, And we were sittting around 
the fireside when the provo marshal 
of Washington came in and informed 
the Hon. Thomas Corwin of Ohio, who 
was one of Mr. Sprague’s guests, that 
the President had passed Annapolis 
Junction and would, within an half 
an hour, be in Washington. And the 
question was, what to do with him. 
“Bring him here,” said Mr. Corwin;” 
and they went to the railway station 
and they brought him in, and I saw 
him as he came into the room His 
tall, giant form was draped in a long 
dark coat that went almost to his 
heels, with a short upper -.one that 
went. to. the top of his, shoulders, On 
the top of his head was that famous 
Scotch traveling cap. And. he threw 
cloak and hat aside and stood there, 
and I thought he was the most gro- 
tesque human being I had ever seen 
tin alf my life. He had the most re- 
markable method of shaking hands 
that anybody ever saw. He didn’t 
shak@ with you; he dove for you. And 
he tobdk you by the hand and lifted 
‘you &p to his height. His hair was 
w ‘than Gage’s. [Laughter.] He 
had @n eight-day’s beard, a shirt that 
hadn® been changed in all that time, 
a shining, worn old suit of clothes, 


and @ loose, black-tie, that had got 
twis around under his left ear, 
like fhe knot of a hangman. And I 
to myself: “Is it possible that 
that 4s to be the President’ of the 
United States?” and presently his 


suppér was ready, and we all filed 
in after him into the dining-room to 
see him eat it; and he sat there and 
talked with Mr. Corwin hour after 
hour until the day broke, about the 
financial condition of the nation im 
which the administration of Mr. Bu- 
chanan had left it, without money 
enough in the treasury to administer 
its affairs for three months, with such 
@ loss of credit abroad, that money 
couldn’t evem be borrowed at 12 per 
cent., with the cloud of assassination 
and rebellion and war rising over 
South Carolina and rapidly  over- 
spreading, with its murky lightning 
and rumbling thunder, the entire sky; 
and as TI looked at his granitic face 
and underneath his carnivorous brow, 
saw those marvelous eyes of _ his, 
shining with the light which passed 
all understanding for his country and 
for his countrymen, anxious, hopeful, 
splendid, that granitic face lost all 
its strangeness; his eyes beamed with 
a new luster, and I left the table be- 
lieving for the first time the decilara- 
tion of the Bible, that God made man 
in His own image.

I was a Republican jong.. before I 
ever heard of the Central Pacific or 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, or of 
the men who have control of its busi- 
ness. I have never voted anything but 
a Republican ticket. I have swal- 
lowed some I didn't like, but the 
worst Republican I ever saw was bet- 
ter for me than the best Democrat I 
ever saw, [Applause] and I never 
waited for the employ of the Southern 
Pacific Company. I am no more re- 
eponsible for its shortcomings or evil 
conduct; whatever it has been, than 
I am responsible for the nomination or 
the antics of Maguire, because I am 
as I am. the counsel of the San 
Francisco Examiner.

Why don’t you, as an 
old Republican, send one message of 
commendation and of love to William 
McKinley at Washington? [Applause.] 
You loved Lincoln, you admired Grant, 
you thought Hayes was a statesman, 
you stood up for Gen. Arthur, and'you 
admired Harrison, and you can’t help 
being an admirer of William McKin- 
ley. [Applause.] Why then, not vote for 
him this time and leave that question 
of silver until the next Presidential 
campaign? Why not stand, you old- 
fashioned Democrats, with us, where 
your great leader, for he was a great 
leader, Grover Cleveland, stood? [Ap- 
plause.] Mr. Cleveland was the:only 
Democrat who in thirty years was able 
by the force of his individual character 
and his personal magnetism to lift the 
Demucratic party out of the slough of 
despond, where it had lain ever since 
the close of the civil war, and though 
this Democratic platform that goes 
away back to Thomas Jefferson (as I 
said before, I like Thomas Jefferson,) 
but I am something like the man who 
went into a hotel, and they told him, 
when he asked what they had, that 
there was ox-tail soup. No, he didn’t 
want it.

“WHAT IS THE MATTER?” 

What is the matter? What is the 
matter, ask yourselves, that a great 
Democratic convention in the State .of 
California has not a word to say for 
Grover Cleveland, and leave it to a Re- 
publican convention here on this stage 
to bear testimony to that @an’s won- 
derful force of character, to his strong 
conviction of justice, and his indepen- 
dent integrity to do what he thought 
was right. [Cries of “Good,” “Good.’’] 
He believed in free trade, in tariff for 
revenue only, as consciermtously as any 
man ever did in California, and under 
his administration we gave it a fair 
trial. The American people underwent 
the affliction of the Wilson-Gorman 
Bill, and it left us in such a condition 
that Mr. Cleveland was obliged to bor- 
row $260,000,000 on bonds, and interest, 
too, for the purpose of paying the or- 
dinary expenses of the government. 
Much of this deficit, it is true, was the 
result of the extravagant provisions 
of Congress, but the tariff bill did not 
enable us to get money enough to pay 
expenses, and the result was that in- 
debtedness. If Mr. Cleveland, who be- 
lieved in the gold standard, and 
righteously, too, was not craven and 
time-serving enough to have aban- 
doned his faith, and said in that contest 
between the forces of the gold aiid sil- 
ver question: “I will stand in with you 
for silver,” he would have been the 
unanimous nominee of the Chicago con- 
vention, and Mr. Bryan would never 
have been heard of. Isn’t that true? 
But yet, because Mr. Cleveland did not 
agree to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver without the consent or 
acquiescence of any other people, he 
was turned down by the Democrats 
and he is as dead, apparently, as 
though he had never been exhumed 
from where the remains of Ramesis II 
were entombed in one of the temples 
of Thebes. Let me resurrect him for 
you old Democrats, let me bring him 
up here‘and ask him if you think that 
Maguire thusing with these Populistic

One day last February, on a bright 
sunny Sabbath morning, the armored 
shiv Maine enteréd the harbor of Ha- 
vana, painted white, ‘over her taff- 
rail hanging the banner of the ce. 
and she folded her wings and lay down 
like a dove on the murky waters of the 


bay. safe in the heritage of freedom 


and her ment went about her decks 
in daily duty, and on a fateful night 
262 of them slung their hammocks and 
lav down to sleep, rocked by the easy 
motion of the tropic tide, dreaming of 
home, of wife, of children, of *the day 
of their discharge and their return 
with the few treasures they had 
@athered together and thtir little pay, 
for home and friends, and in a mo- 
ment. in the twinkling of an eye, from 
beneath her forward bow exploded 500 
pounds of dynamite, lit by electricity 
from Moro Castle, and in a second the 
strong limbs of. the battleship were 
wrenched apart, her guns reeled and 
tilted, her turrets blew off, and 262 
human souls went aloft up to the 
throne of God, unshriven of their sins, to 
answer—shall I say answer—well, no, 
they were martyrs, the forerunners of 


the deliverence of millions of people 


from the slavery of Spain, and it may 
be said of them, as was said of Uncle 
Toby's oath, the angel who announced 
it blushed as he heard it, and the re- 
cording angel, as he wrote it down. 
dropped a tear upon it ¢nd blotted it 
out forever: and those men are resting 
now. I don’t care how they sinneé on 
this earth and went unshriven to their 
Maker, they rest tonight in the bosom 
of God. Who has said the blood of the 
martryrs is the seed of the church, 
fApplause.] That was one. 

On May-day in the harbor of Ma- 
nila, Admiral Dewey, on the Olypmia 
[cheers, cheers,] went around the trip 
in that bay, and one after another 
battleship and armored cruiser and 
steamboat and gunboat and torpedo- 
boat destroyer, ten in all, went to the 
bottom. and are lying there today in 
the bottom of that bay in that tropic 
island: still some months later, and on 
the 3d of July. there came out of the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba six Span- 
ish men-of-war, the Cristobal Colon, 
the Maria Theresa, the Almirante 
Oauendo, the Vizcaya, the Terror, 
Furror, and in two hours and a half 
the Iowa, the New York, the Indiana 
and the other ships, not forgetting the 
little Gloucester, had sent them all. 
like the galleys of Ceasar on the shores 
of Actium. Twelve hundred wounded, 
200. killed, twenty millions of property 
destroyed, ten in Manila, six in Cuba, 
and that is the only time in my life I 
was ever in favor of 16 to 1. ({Ap- 
plause. 

SINGLE-TAX FALLACY. 

Now comes the next proposition. Are 
you tired? [Voices, ‘‘No, no.""} That 
there must be a reclamation by the 
government of all lands held in excess 
of the actual needs of the owner. What 
does that mean? That means single 
tax. Now, why? Because it is the doc- 
trine of the single-taxer that no man 
has ownership in land; that it belongs 
to the people as a whole and that they 
have the right to own. it and control it 
and permit its use in such quantitles 
as they may see. fit. Isn't that the 
doctrine of the single tax? Isn't it the 


doctrine of the unearned increment? 
The doctrine of the single tax is that if 
you have a lot in the town and a big 
hotel or a manufactory is put up near 
it, which doubles the price of your lot 
or makes it ten times as great; you 
bought it twenty years ago and gave u 
hundred dollars for it, and by reason 
of improvements it has got to be worth 
a thousand dollars; that the hundred 
dollars belongs to you, but the $900 be- 
longs to the people, because itis what 
they call an unearned increment. You 
didn’t do anything to make it, 
therefore it is not yours. Now, is that 
Mr. Maguire’s doctrine or not? Let 
me give you a little dose, not a long 
one, of Mr. Maguire’s statement on 
this subject last December in the San 
Francisco Examiner: 

“It may be said that another great 
national campaign must be devoted to 
restoring the liberty of the people. To 
use gold and silver freely and without 
limit as money; if so, the.land question 
may be thereby further postponed; but 
it is coming and is near at hand. Few 
even of those who believe in it realize 
how thoroughly and how generally the 
single-tax idea is taking hold of the 
popular heart.” 

And I want you to pay attention to 
this, because Mr. Maguire says the 
single tax don’t cut any ice in this 
campaign. I will show you in just a 
moment the game they are endeavor- 
ing to play. The Legislature will be 
asked at its next session to submit to 
the voters.a Constitutional amend- 
ment remitting the whole question for 
State, county and municipal purposes, 
as a first step. toward the single tax. 

Do you know what is in these Con- 
stitutional amendments? Is there any- 
body here who knows how many there 
are to be voted upon? If so, I would 
like ta have him stand up. [A voice, 
“There are seven.”] There are seven. 
You are right. Is there any gentleman 
here who can state what they are? If 
so, I would like to have him state. You 
don’t know but it is Constitutional 
amendment No. 2 and amendment No, 
10 which gives to county and munici- 
pal organic corporations the right to 
say for themselves, independent of leg- 
islative control, what shall be the 
method of taxation, what shall be sub- 
ject to taxation, and how it shall be 
collected. And Mr. Maguire was a 
true prophet. He says that will be sub- 
mitted as a Constitutional amendment. 
Then he adds: 

“The moment that amendment 
submitted the battle will be on in ear- 
nest. Educational work is to be com- 
menced at once, and all who are will- 
ing to take part in the distribution of 
literature in their neighborhoods are 
requested to communicate with James 
S. Reynolds. The land question is the 
greatest and the simplest of all politi- 
cal issues. It touches and materially 
affects the interests of every human 
being, from the richest landlord to 
the most wretched tramp. Every hu- 
man being has a natural relation to 
the land, the common heritage of 4ll 
mankind, free as the gift of the Crea- 
tor, which no human law could every 
rightfully cut off by any form or sys- 
tem of land tenure.” 

Do you understand what that means? 
It means that no man has a right to 
own the land he occupies; that if you 
have a farm of @ hundred acres it 
don’t belong to you; if by your industry 
you have bought a lot in this city and 
have undertaken to put a building on 
it, from a shanty to a palace, you are 
a landlord, who Pas never added 
tithe to human hap-yiness or whose life 
is worth preservation, You are rob- 
bers. The land belomgs to the people, 
and that is the move end end of the 
single tax, to so burden land that men 
will give it up rather than pay taxes 
upon it, amd it will go back in the gen- 
eral treasury to be apportiomed out ac- 
cording to the needs of each individual 
person, such @ piece as he can scratch 
with his awn hands and raise chickens 
on, orsuch a piece ashis body can oc- 
cupy when: he is dead, amd he don’t 
own even that. ’ 

DAFT ON SINGLE TAX. 

Mr. Maguire is serious about this. 
He thas been talking about it; he talked 
about it in Congress. He went down 
to Delaware, I am told, and made @ 
speech on single tex, and them came 
back and told Congress that if they 
didn’t let him print it in the Congres- 
sional Record he would get up and read 
it as @ speech; and rather than have 
him read it, they said for God’s sake 
print it im the record. [Laughter.] 
Nothing could come up in Congress 
that he didn’t have something to say 
about single tax. If he ever said the 
Lord’s prayer, he got the single tax, 
into that; as insane on that subject as 
any madman im Stockton that wrapped 
a sheet about him and stalked up and 
down about the yard believing himself 
to be Julius Caesar or the Savior of 
the world. He cannot help talking 
about it; it runs in his head, and what 
he has got in must come out, and what 
reason did mot put into his head, rea- 
son will mever take out. And just as 
he was in Comgress forever talking 
about the single tax and the destruc- 
tion of property rights in this way, 
for what he called the benefit of the 
people, so he will be if he is elected 
Governor. There won't be a bill re- 
ferred to him on any subject, whether 
it is crimimal or civil, whether it re- 
lates to irrigation or to Comgress, or 
to amy department of life, but that he 
will tack the single tax onto it; and it 
will go abroad that we have got a 
single-tax maniac in the gubernatorial 


seat. You may think I am extrava- 
gant. I certainly am not. You 
may take his Congressicmal rec- 


ord amd on every occasion, in sea- 
son and out of season,he was discuss- 
ing it; and he would do the same 
thing there. What can a Govermor do? 
He is a very differemt person from 
James G. Maguire, a very different 
person from Congressman Maguire; 
for the Governor to all the world is the 
State of California. He is the repre- 
sentative of it; he is the man for ywihcm 
the State is responsible, just as the 
State of Illinois was responsible for 
Altgeld, just as the State of Oregon 
was responsible for Pemnoyer, just as 
the State of Colorado was responsible 
for Waite, just as other States have 
been respomsible for Tweedy and 
Bates and Tillman and all the rest of 
the gang. [Applause.] Put him io 
vhat place, vote for him as ‘a silver Re- 
publican (which he is not;) vote for 
him as a Populist, mot one of whose 
dactrines he has ever dared to defend; 
vote for him as a Democrat, mot one 
of whase doctrines but he shames as 
a Populist, and you will get in the end 
single tax, reclamation by the govern- 
ment of all property mecessary for the 
individual needs of the owner amd the 
initiative and the referendum. 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 


We have begun to know what the 
initiative and the referendum are; that 
the people are to petition the Legisla- 
ture, and it shall depend upon what 
they say whether it shall be law or not. 
The wisdom of our fathers and under 
which this State has grown to its pres- 
ent «reat prosperity, has divided the 
government into three department, the 
executive, the judicial, and the legisla- 
tive. If the referendum and the initia- 
tive are good for the Legislature, why 
are they not good for the judiciary? 
Let anybody who wants a principle of 
law decided by the Supreme Court get 
up a petition and send it up there, and 
the Supreme Court has got to decide 
your way; if the Supreme Court makes 
a decision and you do not like it, get 
up a petition and it comes back a ref: 
erendum and you determine whether 
that is the law or not. If the Governor 
has a veto you can get an initiative 
to make him veto a bill. 

What a beautiful thing that would 
be; no title in property, the real estate 
to bear all burdens of government, no 
man to have any more than is neces- 
sary for him to He in when he is dead, 
national money, irredeemable paper 
money, to be issued by the government 
to the people in some sort of equitable 
proportion and never to be renewed, 
legal tender for all debts, public and 


private, and the government issues its 
paper one day, and the man who gets 
it pays duty on it for goods imported 
the next day, and the same _ dirty 
greenback goes around and around, 
and people get poorer and poorer, and 
it loses its value day after day, just as 
greenbacks did before specie pay- 
ment was resumed, just as 
continental money, which wasn’t worth 
a continental at any time. This whole 
business of paper money has been tried 
over and over again. It has only re- 
cently been abandoned in Chile, where 
the Chilean paper dollar was worth 8 
cents, and our history will be the same 
as theirs. Imagine a government, im- 
agine the State of California, conducted 
upon principles such as are laid down 
in this Populistic platform. I do not 
see, though, of course, I don’t know 
much, how any human being of aver- 
age sense can swallow any part of 
this enormous avalanche of human 
stupidity of which Mr. Maguire is the 
present apostle. [Applause.] 

Fellow-citizens, I am sure you will 
not adopt it. The Governor has spoken 
here of our trip through the southern 
part of the State. [Applause.] I have 
been—I don’t know why—ever since I 
have lived in California, whenever 
there has been a Presidential or a gu- 
bernatorial campaign, interested in 
some questions which has come before 
the people. Sometimes I love to go 
out and talk about it; sometimes the 
State Central Committee invokes my 
aid. Every election, some how or other, 
I get out and I go from one end of 
the State to the other, eating ox horn 
steaks, and passed about from one 
gang to another, from town to town, 
until I get home at last worn out 
with a fit of bronchitis that lasts me 
six months. I do not know why I do 
it, I say, except that I love the history 
and traditions of our party; and when 
all is said and done, I love my coun- 
ery. [Applause.] 

THE RIGHTS WE HAVE. 

And we don’t love it enough. We 
never stop to think what blesssings 
we enjoy, life moves so easily, without 
restraint, seventy-five millions of peo- 
ple under one flag without a guard at 
the entrance of any State, without the 
pS pine sign of power anywhere, life, 

erty and the pursuit of happines 
are the blessed boon of every ory 
woman and child in our country, and 
it is just such conditions that make 
these counties between here and Mex- 
ane like the rose. 

e roug those nificent 
orcahrds of Riverside county. aad saw 
on either side Stretching away these 
magnificent dark-green belts of the 
orange, already beginning to be tinted 
with their splendid fruits, and here 
and there the fields of alfalfa and the 
ripened grain, and I thought what a 
country it was that could develop such 
an industry as that, so blessed, so 
harmless, should go in thousands 
of cars over this whole nation, and 
outside of it, dropping at every place 
its golden burden, to be a comfort 
to the rich, @ blessing and a luxury 
to the rich, and a comfort to the 


‘parched and suffering lips of the poor 


and the sick. Source of so many 
blessings, and the capacity to pro- 
duce them, due to the fact that we 
have had foreign capital come in to 
build up these enterprises. Do you 
want to drive it away? Do you want 
to put a wet blanket on it, that shai] 
extinguish hope here and abroad? 
Then stand on this Populist platform, 
vote for Mr. Maguire and show your 
love for your country. If you do love 
it, you will stamp your vote now and 
for all time upon these things, and 
they are the only things that will pre- 
vent the splendid march of the Ameri- 
can nation in glowing splendor and 
glory. 

We see the rainbow spanning the 
retreating storm. It is bright and 
beautiful. Colors glint and shine and 
it is the adimtration of young and old. 
But when the storm ceases and the 
drops cease’ to fall, the rainbow dis- 
appears. Not so with ours. Founded 
in its ends on eternal justice, right

Much attention is being paid just now 
to the lemon market. On this subject 
F. B. Merriam of Chula Vista,’San Di- 
ego county, has the following commu- 
nication in the San Diego Union: 
“Could the citrus growers of this 
county have access to the daily bulle- 
tins. of the exchange, and especially 
the confidential letters and reports of 
its agents, it would reveal to them con. 
ditions now little understood, perhaps 
not conjectured, which would 
ew disclose many of the causes for 
profits, or no prafits, pro- 
by the industry. The trouble is 
not overproduction—that stage has not 
yet been reached—there is a market 
for all we are now producing, and at 
fair prices, provided it is properly dis- 
tributed a handled. 

“We however, reached. that 
point where the volume of our pro- 
ucts is such ae to leave us but one of 
two alternations—we must properly dis- 
tribute it, or accept disaster. There is 
no middle ground, no dodging: the issue. 
The nature of the industry is such that 
it cannot regulate or right itself, nor 
will it tolerate shovenly, hesitating or 
haphazard. methods, either: in produc. 
ing or marketing. Proper conditions 
must be supplied in each stage of its 
growth, or there is a failure of the crop, 
and when matured and. ready for con- 
suinption it must be consumed immedi- 
ately, or it becomes a total loss. These 
conditions are peculiar to the fresh- 
fruit trade, hence methods a 
with products perishable in charac 
are wholly inadequate,.and to rely u 
them is.to blindly court loss and ans 

“Two cars of fruit cannot be succesa- 
fully disposed of at the same time in 
@ one-car market, and whenever at- 
tempted results. not only in crushing 
loss to the producer (for he is the Jones 
who always pays the freight,) but in 
the deprivation of the consumer in 
some other one-car market, who would 
gladly have taken the extra car at-a 
fair price. 

‘The failure to recognize thie simple 
proposition, and the attempt to force 
an.excess of fruit into the channels of 
trade of an over-stocked market is the 
direct cause of the demoralized condi- 
tion constantly developing, in one mar- 
ket or another, and all ower the country 
thus continually ‘bearing’ the market 
which would otherwise be buoyant and 
strong. It is this which is constantly 
ealline forth the reports referred to 
above, a‘sample or two.of which I will 
give you. One agent writes us 
date of August 27: 

Was here from California 


| today’ with whom I am well acquainted, 
Hé is undoubtedly trying to e@ a rec- 
erd for himself. Said he could deliver 
from one to fifty carloads of Valencias 
in the next fifteen days, on a basis of 
$s f.o.b:.—pdint of delivery in the East. 

He also offered lemons on a basis of 
$3.26 to $3.75, stating that he could fur- 
a the very finest put up in Califor- 


“This was a California broker who 
buys fruit here on the f.o.b. spot-cash 
system. These prices were from 26 
cents to $1 per box less than the ex- 
change was getting. 

“Another report of the date of Sep-, 
tember 10 says: 

“It heg been very hard for me to 
place oranges in this market. during 
the past month, inasmuch as they have 
been cutting prices so much below 
what you are selling for that it was 
impossible for me to get it. They have 
been getting tramp cars of both Valen- 
clas and sweets that-arrived. here prac- 
tically sound, and the parties buying 
the fruit jobbing it out to the commis- 
sion men in twenty-five and fifty-box 
lots at from $2 to $2.25 per box, most of 
it selling at $2.15. Some fruit that’ was 
a little inferior,:selling for less money. 
Most of the fruit was nice, and did not 
show any decay. I know the prices you 
people were getting throughout the 
country, and could only get in an oeca- 
sional car.’ 

“Another sends a card dated August 
26, iasued to the trade in his district 
by a fruit firm in his city: 

"To jobbers only: We have a couple 
of cars of lemons fancy, due tomorrow, 
mostly 360s, which we quote you at $4 
per box. If in the market for lemons, 
let us hear from you with an order of 
fifteen or twenty boxes.’ 

“At this very time the exchange 
was getting from $5.25 to $5.50 for fancy 
lemons. 

“Just about this time a car or two of 
consigned lemons were run into an- 
other market, which immediately 
caused a drop of 60-to 75 cents a box 
in that market. The exchange had two 
cars en route to that point at that 
time and both were diverted to another 
market and sold at full prices, and as 
soon as the consigned fruit was out of 
the way, our agent began placing 
lemons at 50 cents advance above the 
price before declined. 

“Another agent writes under date of 
September 8: 

“"The difficulty. is that nearly every 
week there is.a car of lemons here on 
consignment, or else poor and rejected, 
which keeps the market down. Re- 
jecteda car yesterday that was shipped 
from San Diego; I am unable to learn 
who the shipper was, but there are a 
number of different packs in the car, 
and I think it must have been shipped 
by some. broker. The stock is not 
strictly fancy, and is poorly packed, 
but doubtiess somebody get it at 
a low price, and they will be selling 
much less money than'I am. ask- 
ng. 

‘Notwithstanding this rejected car, 
this same agent, only a few days later, 
sold a car of 288 boxes; half fancy and 
half choice, for a little over $1550 net. 

“T could go on almost indefinitely 
with similar quotations. Such reports 
are coming ip all the time, and from 
all quarters, bu 
to show the effect of indiscriminate 
and unorganized marketing. 


“Any system that cannot market) 


lemons at the present time’ without 
cutting prices must needs be a deplor- 
able one, and will ruin the grower if he 


does not get himself out of its meshes... 


“The reports show there is little or 
no difference in the final results at the 
other end, whether the fruit-is handled 
on the f.o.b. spot cash, or f,o.b. subject 
to inspection, or consignment plan; 
they all produce similar results. 

“The exchange has been able during 
the t two weeks to maintain prices 
at $5.50 to $6 per box for fancy."

| there is ho money in raising deciduous 
fruits in Southern California may pro- 
fitably read the following, from the 
Redlands Citrograph: 

“Albert E. Cole has a trifle less than 
five acres in pears on his place west 
of the city. His ¢rop this year is esti- 
mated at 75 tons. Of this he sold 43 
tons to the Redlands Preserving Com- 
pany; he retailed to his own customers 
10 tons; he dried 10 tons, and lost by 
one of the early heated spells and its 
accompanying high wind, 12 tons. 

“The prices received from retail cuse- 
tomers varied from $25 to $50 per ton, 
according to variety and quality. The 
dried fruit sold at an average of 7 
cents. The price paid by the cannery 
is private. Notwithstanding the pri- 
vacy we are enabled to state that .the 

oss income from this year orchard 

is ear is very close to $300 per acre. 

e respectfully submit that,.in the 
light of these figures, deciduous fruit~- 
growing is profitable.. There have been 
occasional years, to be sure, when 
prices have been phenomenally low, 
but such is the case in‘every business. 

“Deciduous fruit-growers have -nv 
reason to become disheartened. The 
era of low prices seems to have been 
pessed. The future looks bright. Take 
good care of your orchards and they 
will be a source of goodly revenue.” 

Prices in the local produce market 
have been well maintained during the 
week for most products.

The Raisin Combine. 

HE Grocer and Country Merchant, 

a trade paper’ published in San 

Francisco, has been attempting to 
discourage the organization of raisin- 
growers formed in the San Joaquin 
Valley, for the purpose of endeavoring 
to secure remunerative prices for the 
crop, much of which has been sold 
during the past few years, at less than 
cost. The California Fruit Grower 
comes to the defense of the association 
as follows: 

“What reason has the grocery paper 
for saying that the association has un- 
dertaken to do scmething that cannot 
be done unless the quantity of raisins 
put on the market be reduced? It 
may be right in saying this, but it does 
not know it; California Fruit Grower 
does not know it, and the association 
does not know it. If, however, subse- 
quent events show that it is true the 
California Raisin-Grcewers’ Association 
may be depended upon to meet the is- 
sue in the same heroic, intelligent man- 
ner Which it-has exhibited in all other 
issues and transactions of its young 
life. It is interesting to turn from 
the vagaries and hypotheses of the 
grocery paper to the statements of the 
association, an organization which 
controls 90 or 95 per cent. of the crop 
acreage, and which holds contracts 
with raisin packers who will Nandle 
95 per cent. of the crop. It was called

If the association fails fn all else, but 


succeeds in this, its mission -for ‘good 
will not. have been in vain. Indiscrimie 
nate and dishonest packing have ine 
jured the raisin industry of California 
far more than any other one thing 
that. can be mentioned. If our con- 
temporary was the friend of the grocer 
it would second the effort to bring 
about a higher standard in the qual- 
ity of raisins and preventing the ship<« 
ment of inferior fruit. If it cared: any- 
thing at all for a: great State interest, it 
would second the effort of the raisins 
growers to obtain for themselves a rea<« 
sonable, living price for their products’

SALT MACKBEREL. The 
Weekly of Philadelphia says: 

“Handlers of salt mackerel generally 
agree that the conditions now prevail- 
ing in the markets of the world have 
not been duplicated for years, if ever 
before. Stocks in American markets 
have never been so small as now, and 
there seems to be little prospect that 
they will be materially increased be- 
fore the end of the season. While re- 
turning merchant vessels report hav- 
ing encountered large schools of mack- 
erel at various points on the coast, 
the fact remains that the fishermen 
have been getting next to nothing. 
There seems to be little doubt that 
mackerel are as pientiful on this coast 
as they have ever been, but the ill- 
luck of the fishermen is attributed to 
the wildness of the fish, which makes 
seining almost impossible, and it is 
asserted that this condition must con- 
tinue until seining, which is held to 
be the primary cause of the wildness of 
the fish. is entirely abandoned for

WEIGHTS AND MEASYRES. The 
Washington correspondent* to. the 
New England Grocer writes his paper 
as follows, expressing views which will 
coincide with those of about every 
really intelligent business man in the 
country: 

' “We are today stepping across the 
threshold of a new national career. The 
world opens before us. The coming of 
the new century will find us grasping 
for the trade and commerce of the 
world. We are becoming an aggres- 
sive force in the affairs of the world, 
and in this new career we will en- 
counter jealous watchfulness and sharp 
competition. To secure the trade of 
the nations of the world we must bid 
fer it in terms understood by them. 
We must carry into the struggle no 
load of antiquated systems and incon- 
venient and cumbersome methods. It 
is believed that the adopti6n of the 
metric system of weights and measures 
would be an advantage arid stimulus to 
our foreign commerce, as well as a 
saving of time and labor in all the af- 
fairs of our domestic life. 

“During the last session of Congress,’ 
Representative Hurley introduced a 
bill to fix the standard of weights and 
measures. This bill makes the use of 
the metric-system obligatory on the’ 
part of the government in the conduct 
of the business of the government. No 
compulsion on the individual is 
tempted. He may use his pounds, pints, 
etc., if he chooses, but when the con- 
venience of: the metric denomination 

had practical demonstration, it is 
bélieved the present system will be uni- 
versally abandoned. The. House Com- 
mittee on. Coinage, Weights and Meas- 
ures carefully considered the bill and 
made a favorable report on it, and 
Representative Hurley.-made a deter- 
mined effort to secure the enactment 
of his measures into a law, but it 
failed to come to a vote. It will, how- 
ever, be brought up at the next ses- 


‘sion of Congress, and as many of the 


largest manufacturing interests. of the 
country desire the adoption of the pro- 
poses system, strong pressure will be

use Democrats Meet to Organ- 


ize and Split Again. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
SYRACUSE (N. Y.,) Sept. 29.—The 
@elegates of the Chicago Platform 
Democracy, at a meeting held at the 
City Hall last night to organize a bolt 
of the regular Democratic ticket 
should the platform of 1896 be ignored, 
Was split nearly even by a bolt among 
its own members. Dissatisfied by a 
ruling of Chairman Henry M. Mc- 
Donald of New York, half or nearly 
half, of the delegates, followed the 
lead of Calvin E. Keach of Lansing- 
burgh and quit the hall, after a meet- 
ing at which disorder prevailed to an 
extent that the presiding officer was 
powerless to control it, and motions 
and counter-motions were lost’ in a 
maze of parliamentary entanglements. 
There were 134 delegates at the call- 
ing of the conference, out of the 150 
entitled to seats upon the basis of 
three to each Senatorial district. 
Resolutions were introduced provid- 
ing that in the event of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, ignoring the 
Gelegation of the Chicago platform, 
the Committee on Organization, con- 
Sisting of members from each Sena- 
torial district, meet within eighteen 
hours and select candidates for all 
Dilaces on the State ticket, and pro- 
cure signatures to place such candi- 
dates in nomination. Discussions -of 
the resolutions led to much bad feel- 
ing, and finally, on the chair declar- 
ing a motion to table the resolutions 
lost, Mr. Ke&ch and his followers took 
wmbrage and bolted the conference, 
@nd those who remained eceubenss the 
resolution. 


CANADA ELECTIONS. 


All Provinces Given Opportunity to 
Vote for Prohibition. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
QUEBEC, Sept. 29.—One of the most 
interesting elections ever hejd in Can- 
ada will take place today. In all the 
provinces of Canada, the people will 
be given the opportunity to express 
themselves as for or against the ab- 
Solute prohibition of the_sale, mann- 
facture, importation and use of any 
and all kinds of intoxicants in Canada. 
The Liberal government now in power 
has given to the people as to what 
course will be followed:in case the peo- 
ple vote for prohibition. 

Ontario was the last province to vote 
on the prohibition. The plebiscite was 
taken on June 19, 1894, when 192,497 
votes for and 110,797 against, making 
a total of 360,464 or 46.65 per cent. of 
the registered vote of the following 
year (1895.) On the polled vote 29.61 
per cent. of the registered vote was 
for prohibition and 17.46 per cent. 
against. At the general election of 1891, 
the total registered vote in the povince 
of Ontario, Nova Scotia, Manitoba and 
Wrince Edward Island was 729,578, and 
the vote was 63.90 per cent. of the reg- 
sistered vote, as compared with 42.26 
per cent. of the registered vote polled 
at the different plebiscites. It does not 
mppear, therefore, that the vote on the 
prohibition question has been as light 
as is generally stated, it being 16.64 
per cent. below the vote of 1891, after 
pne of the hottest pelitical campaigns 
pver known in Canada.

TWO BULLETS HAVE NOT YET 
BEEN LOCATED. 


Little Excitement Apparent at the 
Home at First, but the Reaction 
Culminated in a-.-Mass Meeting.

methods, as being inconsistent with 
the known characteristics of the Amer- 
ican soldier.
